Grove Village, wrote to Cook County 
Schools Supt, Richard Martwick's of- 
fice two weeks ago requesting an ab- 
sentee ballot for her college student 
son. 
Monday she first received an applicat- 
ion form for the absentee ballot and al 
though she mailed it back the next 
day, she doubts the ballot will arrive 
in time for her son to have it back to 
the county office by April 8, the dead- 
line, for absentee voting. 


"It seems to me they're giving us 


the runaround and I bet we.-djm'f.gej.v, 
the proxy (ballot) in time for him to" 
vote," Mrs. Negri said. "With a young 
kid just getting around to vote it could 
leave a bad taste in his mouth about 
elections." 


HER NEIGHBORS, Mr. and Mrs. 


Robert Koop, mailed for absentee bal- 
lots long before she did, but never got 
them before they left town Sunday, 
she said. 


"The proxy will be there when they 


get back, but the election will be 
over," Mrs. Negri said. 


Janet Schmutzer, a member of the 


committee of 10 Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 residents who filed the peti- 
tion seeking formation of the unit dis- 
trict, said she has received 15 to 20 
calls since Wednesday from residents 
who are leaving town today and have 
not received their absentee ballots. 


"It's, upsetting that these people 


won't be able to vote through no fault 
of their own," she said. "It's their 
(Martwick's office) responsibility to 
make provisions so everyone can 
vote." 


Frank Sullivan, assistant to Mart- 


wick, said by law the county office was 
not obligated to have the printed bal- 
lots available until Wednesday, the 
day they received them. 


SOME WO ABSENTEE ballots, all 


that have been fully processed to 
date, were mailed Thursday, he said. 
Five people have come to the county 
office at 33 W. Grand, Chicago, to 
vote in person, he said. 


"We certainly want to do everything 


we can to guarantee everyone's right 
to vote," Sullivan said, noting his of- 
fice has been checking with the senate 
elections board all along to see they 
were operating by the letter of the 
law. 


Mrs. Schmutzer, however, does not

Air tragedy 
hits family in 
Schaumburg 


Charlges H. Ziebell first heard the news of the air disaster in the 


Canary Islands on television. 


"At first when I heard it, it rang a bell," he said. Then he had 


"a premonition" that his father and stepmother were aboard the 
Pan American jumbo jet struck by a Dutch KLM plane on the 
runway at Santa Cruz de Tenerife. 


There still has been no positive identification since many of the 


victims were burned beyond recognition, but Ziebell, 1925 Weath- 
ersfield Way, Schaumburg, said he is positive the couple was 
among the 577 who perished in the crash. 


"ALL 
THE SURVIVORS have been accounted for, and they 


were not among them," the 41-year-old Ziebell said. He said it 
could take another two or three weeks before a positive identi- 
fication is made and the bodies flown back to this country. 


Ziebell said when he first heard the news, he briefly hoped that 


his father, Charles A. Ziebell, and stepmother, E. Fern Ziebell, 
had not been on board the plane. He said, however, he quickly 
realized such hopes were pointless. 


"I was very sure they definitely boarded the plane," he said, 


noting his father would have telephoned if he were alive. 


The elder Ziebell lived in Chicago »-/L j? years before moving to 


Laguna Beach, Calif, three years ago The couple was flying to 
depart on a four-week Mediterranean cruise when the crash oc- 
curred. 


ZIEBELL, A DISABELED veteran with multiple sclerosis, said 


he first was contacted by an American officials Sunday night. He 
said, however, that it was not until Monday that he learned his 
father and stepmother were not among the survivors. 


"I said to myself perhaps it is for the best that they perished if 


they were going to be totally disfigured or severely injured," he

JFK witness' 
suicide taped 
on TV machine 


PALM BEACH, Fla. (UPI) - The 


click, click, of footsteps across a 
floor; the sound of a door opening and 
closing. Then, "blam!" — the appar- 
ent blast of a shotgun. 


A television taping machine had ac- 


cidentally recorded the sounds of the 
suicide of George de Mohrenschildt, a 
Russian-born professor whose testi- 
mony had been sought by a congres- 
sional committee investigating the as- 
sassination of President Kennedy. 


The tape, sheriff's officers said 


Thursday, disclosed that the 65-year- 
old de Mohrenschildt killed himself 
at precisely 15 seconds after 2:21 p.m. 
Tuesday in a second-flooi room of the 
Charles Tilton III waterfront mansion 
•al Manalapan, seven miles south of 
Palm Beach. 


THE SOUNDS OF the suicide were 


recorded, investigators said, because 
Mrs. Tilton, de Mohrenschildt's sister- 
in-law, asked her maid to turn on the 
machine to record a television pro- 
gram while she was away. The exact 
time of death was established by ma- 
tching the time of the shotgun blast 
to a television program that was run- 
ning in the background. 


It was the latest twise in the bizarre 


case. 


A detective said the recording was 


made on an ordinary audio recorder 


being used to tape th» audio portion of 
"The Doctors" program from the tele- 
vision speaker. 


THE DEATH OF de Mohrenschildt, 


international businessman, language 
teacher and onetime crony of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, came shortly after he 
learned that an investigator for the 
House Assassination Committee was 
seeking him to testify further about 
his connections with Oswald, Kenne- 
dy's assassin. 


MOHRENSCHILDT had testified at 


length before the Warren Commission 
in 1964, but House committee in- 
vestigators believed he had not told 
all he knew about Oswald. 


Newly published minutes of the as- 


sassination committee disclosed de 
Mohrenschildt told investigators he 
"was responsible for" Oswald's activ- 
ities. 


Sources in Dallas, where de Moh- 


renschildt was employed as a French 
language instructor at Bishop College, 
indicated he was a troubled man. He 
attempted suicide at least once before 
and, as a result, committed himself to 
Dallas' Parkland General Hospital for 
psychiatric treatment between Nov. 9 
and Dec. 30,1976. 


Dr. Gambino Cuevas, Palm Beach 


County medical examiner, issued an 
official ruling of suicide late Wednes- 
day following an autopsy.

D. C. authorities allowed Khaalis 
to go free on personal recogniz- 
ance in return for the release of 
134 hostages he and his men held 
at point of gun and machete in 
three Washington buildings. One 
bystander was shot to death and 
eight hostages were wounded dur- 
ing the siege. 


MOST OF KHAALIS' 11 accom- 


plices had been jailed immediate- 
ly on kidnaping charges.

'scenario' to get 
Congress' favor 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - The House 


Assassinations Committee devoted a 
recent secret meeting largely to the 
"choreography" and "scenario" of 
enticing Congress to extend the pan- 
el's life, a transcript of the closed ses- 
sion discloses. 


At the time of the March VI meet- 


ing, the committee was scheduled to 
expire March 30 unless the House 
could be persuaded to reconstitute the 
panel. The committee hoped to ac- 
complish this by capturing news head- 
lines and demonstrating public en- 
thusiasm for the investigation. 


The House was disillusioned with 


the committee — weary of protracted 
squabbling between Chief Counsel 
Richard Sprague and resigned Chair- 
man Henry Gonzalez, D-Tex.; im- 
patient with the committee's seeming 
lack of progress In investigating the 
killings of John P. Kennedy and Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr.: and alarmed 
by Sprague's demand for a $15 million 
two-year budget. 


THE FULL TRANSCRIPT of the 


closes session was released apparent- 
ly inadvertently Wednesday with an 
authorized March 16 transcript. 


Some excerpts: 
• Rep. Robert Edgar, D-Pa., dis- 


cussing a public session at which 
gangland figure Santos Trafficante 
took the fifth amendment 15 times: 
"Of course, with pleading the 5th you 
don't have many pages of testimony 
but whatever we can share with the 
House publicly to justify our existence 
I think Is important to get beyond the 
March 30 deadline." 


• Chairman Louis Stokes, D-Ohio, 


on a forthcoming public meeting. "I 
do not think that we ought to let the 
media just focus in on a budget that 
way but would rather see it sand- 
riched in with something else so that, 
among other matters taken up that 
day is not just the budget. If we give 
them just the budget, they will go 
wild on that." 


• Edgar: "We might suggest that 


one of the issues ... is the budget. At 
that point Mr. (Rep. Richardson) Pre- 
yer could be recognized to present the 
budget process and we could go 
through it item by item and indicate 
through a dialogue our pleasure at the 
fact that the budget is not as high as 
it was suggested publicly in Decem- 
ber ..." 


• Edgar, later: "I think part of our 


problem as a committee has been the 
choreography of, you know, how we 
are received publicly . . . I guess I 
have some concern about the scenario 
and choreography of getting the com- 
mitee reconstituted and I realize that 
while we do not want a circus atmos- 
phere we want it to be as content- 
filled as possible ..." 


Rep. Floyd Fithian, D-Ind., "Now 


educating the public is a very, very 
difficult thing. Getting them focused 
is a difficult thing." 


• Rep. Samuel Devine, R-Ohio: "I 


think it would be a serious error If we 
went into simply a rehash of what 
people learned from the Warren re- 
port, from the Senate Committee and 
so forth. Perhaps we should touch on 
just a few of those things in passing 
but in talikng to the staff and to Mr. 
Sprague, I know that they have liter- 
ally hundreds of undeveloped leads .. 
. So we get maybe as many as 10 un- 
developed leads that you could get 
enough of it not to reveal the identity 
and not to disturb the investigation 
but let the people know that, my God, 
they are onto something that is new 
stuff and get a direction .., what we 
are talking about today is (com- 
mittee) survival." 


Devine, recalling Spragues's earlier 


public remark he would-give testi- 
mony "regarding others who may 
have been involved" in assassina- 
tions. "The news media went wild 
with that. Calls came in from Canada 
about the fact, didn't Sprague say 
this, that he has some others — evi- 
dence of conspiracy . . . They ran 
wild with it." 


• Sprague: "... It is very difficult 


to think of what is being presented 
that is meaningful, that does not get 
into that which ought to not be pre- 
sented and if we really want to focus 
on what will make a headline and per- 
haps something that members of Con- 
gress can ,read, because I think the 
only thing basically that is read is the 
headline, not the story. We are then 
subject to the headline writer." 


The House extended the panel's life 


Wednesday by two years in return for 
shrinking the budget proposal to $2.7 
million for 1977 and Sprague's resig- 
nation. The scenario's effectiveness 
was never tested.

Clashing U.S., Soviets set meeting 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The United 


States and the Soviet Union clashed 
Thursday over whether U.S. nuclear 
arms proposals are "one-sided" or 
"extremely fair," but formally agreed 
to resume negotiations on neutral 
grounds in May. 


In a communique marking the end 


of this week's Moscow negotiations, 
bhe two nations glossed over their fail- 
ure to reach a strategic arms limita- 
tion accord and instead said they will 
resume SALT talks this May in Gen- 
eva. 


The document also committed them 


to discuss Middle East peace pros- 
pects, including possible resumption 
of the Geneva peace 
conference 


among Arab nations and Israel. 


BUT SOVIET Foreign Minister An- 


drei Gromyko hit hard at the U.S. nu- 
clear arms proposals during a Mos- 
cow news conference, and President 
Carter quickly said he means to stand 
by the negotiating position the Krem- 
lin has rejected and play a waiting 
game, if need be. 


"I would like to express the hope 


that U.S. leaders will stand on a more 
realistic position (when the talks re- 
sume)," Gromyko said, "taking So- 
viet security into consideration and 
not try so much to achieve one-sided 
privileges." 


At the White House, Press Sec. 


Jody Powell said in response that 
Carter considers his proposals "ex- 
tremely fair and equitable." 


"We believe the proposal is a con- 


structive one and can form a basis of 
further discussion," Powell said. "We 
hope the Soviet Union will consider it 
for a continuation of discussions when 
we meet in May. 


"The President said it's important 


to be patient and methodical. He in- 
tends to be just that. We have no pres- 
sure to reach agreement in a particu- 
lar meeting," 


IN THEIR joint communique mark- 


ing the end of Sec. of State Cyrus 
Vance's three-day Moscow visit, how- 
ever, the two nations tried to accen- 
tuate the positive — promising to 
work together for "just and lasting 
peace" in the Middle East and saying 
they achieved "several specific under- 
standings" on lesser issues during the 
Vance visit. 


The communique did not say what 


they were, but U.S. officials aboard 


the plane taking Vance to Bonn and 
London said they included: 


• Extension of a 1972 agreement on 


cooperation in space exploration. 


• Extension of a cooperative com- 


mittee on science and technology. 


• Rescheduling of meetings of a 


joint commission on housing and ener- 
gy. 


President Carter disclosed Wednes- 


day the two sides established eight 
task forces to discuss controls on in- 
ternational arms sales, restrictions on 
nuclear testing and other military is- 
sues. 


In addition, United Press Inter- 


national learned in Washington that 
an agrgeement was signed Monday to 
build new embassies in each capital. 


At first, however, nothing was said 


about U.S. attempts to get Soviet 
agreement to forbid microwave bomb- 


ardment of embassies. U.S. officials 
say the Soviets beamed radiation at 
the U.S Moscow embassy for years, 
creating a health hazard, and an offi- 
cial accompanying Vance was as- 
signed to seek agreement on that is- 
sue. 


ON THE MIDDLE East, the com- 


munique said U.S.-Soviet cooperation 
"is essential in bringing about a just 
and lasting peace in the area." 


It said Vance and Gromyko would 


have "a thorough exchange of views 
on the Middle East problem, including 
the question of resuming the work of 
the Geneva conference" on Middle 
East peace. It has not met since 1973. 


The communique also said the two 


sides reaffirmed the importance of 
the 1971 agreement that clarified the 
status of Berlin, and discussed! a num- 
ber of other international issues.

SOME 60 IRS revenue agents were

Inquiry ordered 
into election tactics 


A federal grand jury investigation was ordered Thursday into 


charges that a "terrorism campaign" is being waged in the elec- 
tion battle to succeed Chicago's late Mayor Richard J. Daley. 
Although no names were named, the investigation appeared aimed 
at the regular Chicago Democratic organization, which is running 
Daley's onetime neighbor, Acting Mayor Michael Bilandic, in the 
April 19 primary. The primary, called after Daley's death of a 
heart attack after 21 years as mayor Dec. 20, is considered tanta- 
tamount to election in this city where Republicans are rarely able 
to mount more than token opposition for top posts. 


Aid. Roman Pucinski. a former congressman and loyalist to the 


Chicago organization until he announced for mayor himself, called 
for the investigation. He said his campaign workers were being 
subjected to a "massive onslaught of hoodlumism and terrorism 
unparalelled in the history of Chicago politics." 


"I want to make it clear at this time that no candidate is under 


investigation." U.S. Attorney Samuel K. Skinner said. "I do not 
take this step lightly. This goes to the very heart of the electoral 
process." 


Number of marriages drops 


There were fewer marriages and more divorce, separation and 


annulment actions in Cook County last year, reported Judge Robert 
L. Hunter of the divorce division of circuit court. 


Hunter said 20,465 divorce, separation and annulment actions 


were filed in 1976 compared with 29,441 in 1975. At the same time, 
47,498 marriage licenses were issued, down from the 48,759 of 1975. 
The number of divorces granted in 1976 was slightly lower than the 
previous year, 22,440 compared with 22,730.

Illinois briefs 


Meat sale bill 
passes in House 
* 
The Illinois House Thursday passed a bill designed to permit 


sate of fresh meat in the Chicago area after 6 p.m. The contract 
now In effect between butchers and supermarkets prohibits eve- 
ning sale of meat in all of Cook County and parts of Lake and 
McHenry counties. The bill would prohibit renewal of that clause 
when the contract expires in September. Acting Mayor Michael 
Bilandic has 'been negotiating with supermarkets and the butchers 
union in an effort to renegotiate the clause sooner than September. 
"I know of no issue that infuriates the people of Illinois more than 
the meat ban," sponsor Rep, Daniel O'Brien, D-Chicago, said. The 
bill now goes to the Senate. 


Government restructuring urged 


Gov. James R. Thompson proposed Thursday reorganizing all 


state law enforcement agencies into one central department to 
"end overlapping and duplication . . . jealousies and rivalries." 
He also proposed reorganizing the departments of general services 
and finance. Under the first plan, the Dept. of Law Enforcement 
will be divided into five divisions; State Police, Investigation, Ad- 
ministration, Support Services and Internal Investigation. All divi- 
sions will be under the control and supervision of the department 
director. 


All the divisions except State Police will be headed by a deputy 


director. State Police will be headed by a superintendent. The Illi- 
nois Bureau of Investigation, which was created in 1970, will be 
merged into the Division of Investigation. The Office of Special 
Investigation will be abolished, but the Division of Internal In- 
vestigation will be the watchdog over agencies under the gover- 
nor's control. The Division of Support Services will enable the 
department to concentrate its services for local law enforcement 
agencies. Thompson said. 


Thompson said the reorganization will permit the department to 


coordinate and increase its responsibilities for the enforcement of 
laws affecting narcotics, organized crime and financial crime. 
Also under the plan, a unified merit system will be established for 
the hiring, promotion and discipline of all sworn law enforcement 
officers.

911 emergency 
dispatching for 
suburbs studied 


by KURT BAER " 


A Mount Prospect woman needs 


help. She grabs the phone, dials 911, 
and in seconds her call is answered 
by a radio operator in Arlington 
Heights. 


The radio operator hits a few keys 


on a computer console and in mo- 
ments an emergency vehicle is speed- 
ing to her home. 


Such a sequence soon may be real- 


ity in the Northwest suburbs, whera a 
computerized central dispatch system 
for police, fire and rescue vehicles is 
being planned. 


Although still in the talking stages, 


computer dispatching of emergency 
vehicles across village boundaries is 
financially and technologically fea- 
sible. The system alaready is working 
well for some 300,000 persons in four 
S o u t h e r n California communities 
around Hunthgton Beach, Calif. 


DR. STANLEY ZYDLO .chief of 


emergency medicine at Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital, Arlington 
Heights, and head of the paramedic 
program in the Northwest suburbs, is 
leading the computer dispatch plan- 
ning. 


"A dispatcher can push a button 


and the computer automatically will 
tell him which vehicle in the area is 
most available," Dr. Zydlo said. 


The computer has a second advan- 


tage, Mount Prospect Fire Chief Law- 
rence A. Pairitz said. 


It can instantly recall information 


about such things as the" storage of 
hazardous materials in commercial 
and industrial buildings, the size and 
type of building construction, the loca- 
tion of entrances and exits and other 
facts that go into a fire department's 
preplan. 


Computerized "pre-planning" even 


can go one step further, Dr. Zydlo 
said. Information on a person's medi- 
cal history can be stored to help para- 
medics on a heart attack or other 
medical emergency call. 


SO FAR, FIVE Northwest suburbs 


— Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, 
Mount Prospect, Elk Grove Village 
and Rolling Meadows — are inter- 
ested in computerized central dis- 
patch. The group hopes to receive a 
$1.5 million grant to establish the sys- 
tem which, Dr. Zydlo said, could be a 
model for the nation. 


Dr. Zydlo admits the political prob- 


lems to the central dispatch system 
are potentially "immense." But there 
are financial benefits as well as im- 
proved emergency services in the 
computer system, he said. 


"It can cost $350,000 to install a new 


police and fire dispatch center, and if 
30 towns do it, that's $35 million in 
equipment and maybe 100 operators. 


"We can set up a central dispatch 


for $1.5 million and a contribution 
from each town one-tenth of what 
they would spend on their own." 


In Huntingdon Beach, Calif., a com- 


puterized dispatch system called the 
"Joint Powers" has been operating 
since 1968. The computer makes the 
actual dispatch, and only in unusual 
circumstances will the operator over- 
ride the computer instructions, a city 
spokesman said. 


In the Northwest suburbs, the com- 


puter's dispatch decision would be 
only advisory, Pairitz said. 


Northwest suburban fire depart- 


ments have had mutual aid agree- 
ments for a number of years, and Ar- 
lington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Elk 
Grove Village and Mount Prospect al- 
ready share a manual central dis- 
patch for police.

59 Board of Education differed 
widely on the financial condition of 
the district during a recent candi- 
dates' night. 


Incumbent Gerald Smiley, of 1156 


Cheltenham Rd.. Elk Grove Village, 
told an audience of 100 residents 
Wednesday that Dist. 59 is in a "rela- 
tively good" financial condition. 


But Harold Harvey, 200 Marshall, 


DBS Plaines, disagreed, saying "fi- 
nancial and educational bankruptcy 
are Inevitable" unless district finan- 
cial position changes soon. 


"WE WERE BORROWED to the 


hilt when I first got on the board in 
1972." Smiley said. "This year we will 
be borrowing only $1 million in tax 


anticipation warrants, all in the build- 
ing fund, and by next year we're proj- 
ecting there'll be no borrowing." 


Even so, the district is spending 


more than it receives as income and 
is depleting its reserves, he said. The 
board must get its "house in order"

Readiness of U.S. 
forces 'shocking' 


A Senate investigative report charged Thursday that U.S. mili- 


tary forces are in a "shocking state" of unpreparedness for com- 
bat, with only a small fraction fully ready for battle. The report by 
Sen. John Culver, D-lowa, to the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee said that, on any given day. only half of all U.S. combat 
planes and ships are operational, while few servicemen fire their 
weapons often enough to become proficient. 


"In short, we dot! not have the ready military muscle to match 


our strength on paper." Culver said. Pentagon spokesman Tom 
Ross said the armed forces are now in an "adequate state of 
readinss to carry out their assigned duties." but asked Congress to 
appropriate more money so they can stay that way. 


Home costs lo drive out young 


The median priced new home will cost almost $90,000 and the 


average downpayment will be close to $23,000 by 1986, driving 
nearly half of the young families out of the market, an economist 
told Congress Thursday. Kenneth T. Rosen, professor of economics 
and public affairs at Princeton University, told the Senate Banking 
Committee that the nation is in a "housing crisis of unprecedented 
proportions" and added that the "American Dream of universal 
home ownership is virtually dead." Rosen urged passage of legis- 
lation, sponsored by Sen. Edward Brooke, R-Mass,, which would 
periri" graduated mortgage payments that start low and increase 
and allow families to deduct up to $2.500 a year from gross income 
which would be put into a segregated account for accumulating a 
downpayment. 


Military lo aid crash dead I.D. 


Military authorities will assist in identification of bodies of 


American victims of Sunday's collision of two 747 jumbo jets in the 
Canary Islands in svhich a total of 577 persons died. Pentagon 
sources said Thursday. The sources said a temporary morgue 
facility will be set up at Dover Air Force Base, Del., where a Pan 
American World Airways plane will bring the remains, possibly on 
Sunday. Details are yet to be worked out, the sources said, but a 
team of military pathologists and medical personnel will be as- 
signed. The identification process was expected to be lengthy be- 
cause of the condition of the bodies following the crash and fire. 
Some remains may never be definitely identified, sources said, 


Top killer diseases declining 


Although more Americans are committing suicide today than 25 


years ago. the top killer diseases of 1050 have either been elimi- 
nated or are in decline, the federal government reported Thurs- 
day. Tliu report, compiled by the National Center for Health Sta- 
tistics and presented to the Senate health subcommittee, said the 
health status of men aged 25 to 44 has especially improved in the 
last quarter century. 


Of the five leading causes of death in 1950, the report said, only 


suicide has increased. Tuberculosis has been virtually eliminated 
and rates of death from heart disease and cancer have declined 
substantially. The death rate from accidents has flucutated but 
declined in recent years. The only bad news in the report was a 
"startling" increase in lung cancer death rates which has oc- 
curred since 1950. including higher >'ates for women. Even substan- 
tial reductions in death rates of cancer of the stomach and rectum 
have not counter-balanced the increase for lung cancer, the report 
said.

Castro vows arms for Angola 
C1 


Cuban President Fidel Castro left Angola Thursday, promising 


the Marxist regime as many tanks, planes and guns as it needed. 
He said the presence of Cuban troops ir Angola is no business of 
"Yankee imperialists." The Angolan National news agency AN- 
GOP. monitored in Lisbon, announced Castro's departure. Later, 
the Algerian news agency announced Castro arrived in Algiers and 
was mot at the airport by President Houari Boumedienne. In Al- 
giers, Castro told the Algerian parliament the struggle of liber- 
ation in southern Africa can "only be victorious. Like Christopher 
Columbus, I have discovered a continent in the midst of battle," 
the bearded Cuban leader said. 


Zaire imposes press censorship 


Zaire Thursday imposed press censorship and hinted foreign 


correspondents might be expelled for reporting "lies" about the 
invasion of the former Katanga province. President Mobutu Sese 
Seko angrily denied one foreign report he might flee into exile and 
announced a change of command of the troops fighting rebel in- 
vaders in the copper belt Shaba province. Full details of how the 
censorship will apply were not spelled out, but foreign correspond- 
ents were ordered to submit their copy before transmission. The 
censorship decision followed a blast by a government spokesman 
against the foreign press for spreading "lies" about the situation 
in Zaire.

6 Arizona open 
path for drugs' 


by United Press International 


In a nineteenth copyrighted article 


on crime in Arizona, Investigative Re- 
porters and Editors Inc. said the state 
of Arizona is emerging as the most- 
concentrated corridor of narcotics 
smuggling 
from 
Mexico into 
the 


United States. 


The IRE said each year millions of 


pounds of marijuana and uncounted 
kilos of heroin and cocaine move over 
Arizona's 360-mile border with Mexico 
to major population centers through- 
out the United States. The illegal 
drugs come over the virtually un- 
guarded border by plane, truck, car, 
horse and foot, the IRE said. 


According to the IRE, some of the 


reasons behind Arizona's emergence 
as the mam narcotics corridor are: 
the state's sparse peculation, at least 
2,000 clandestine landing areas for 
planes, roads that connect with the 
main highway from Mexico City to 
Nogales, Aria., and extremely well-or- 
ganized and financed smuggling or- 
ganizations on both sides of the bor- 
der. 


The IRE also said: 
• There are 23 major smuggling 


rings operating through the corridor, 
and five are wholly or partially con- 
trolled by Cosa Nostra crime families 
from New York City, Detroit and Chi- 
cago. In addition there are thousands 
of unaffiliated smugglers in the trade. 


• Cosa Nostra family boss Joe Bo- 


nanno Sr.. whose crime family set up 
the original French Connection routes 
into the eastern United States has 
Ijeen observed recently meeting in 
Mexico with leading suppliers of her- 
nin using the Arizona corridor. The 
Bonanno family is expanding its oper- 
ations throughout the Southwest and 
West Coast. 


• Law enforcemen* authorities esti- 


mate that as many as 800 pilots. 550 
of these in the Phoenix area alone, 
make a fulltime living flying drugs 
from Mexico into Arizona. They say 
that the volume of narcoticis coming 
into Arizona by truck, car and pedes- 
trian smuggler Is so great it is no 
longer possible to estimate. 


The IRE is an organization of 300 


journalists who sponsored a team of 
37 reporters and editors from 25 news 
organization's who probed crime in Ari 
zona following the bombing murder 
last June of Arizona Republic reporter 
Don BoMes.

The Northwest suburban bus route 


to O'Hare Airport will be continued 
despite heavy financial losses and low 
ridership, Continental Air Transport 
Co officials have decided. 


A massive advertising blitz will be- 


gin in May in an attempt to perk up 
the failing routes from Arlington 
Heights, Palatine and Harrington to 
the airport, John McCarthy, Continen- 
tal vice president, said. 


"We're looking at the future and de- 


cided to give the suburban routes an- 
other chance," he said. 


As recently as January, McCarthy 


had said, "We don't want to continue 
operating when we have such tre- 
mendous losses." 


THOUGH FIGURES on the firm's 


losses were not disclosed, McCarthy 
sold they must have been consid- 
erable. McCarthy said eight passen- 
gers are needed on each ride for the 
firm to break even. The average is 
less than one. 


"Ridership is up during the past- 


few months," he said, "but not sig- 
nificantly at all." 


Last month the Chicago advertising 


company of Jordan, Tamraz and Ca- 
ruso was hired to plan the media 
campaign. 


Bob Abell, advertising account exec- 


utive, said the emphasis will center 
on trade publications and will begin 
in May. 


"We have contacted the trans- 


portation departments of major corpo- 
rations and today will talk with (Ar- 
lington Park) racetrack officials to 
try and develop a run from the air- 
port to the racetrack for people with 
s e v e r a 1-hour layovers," McCarthy

Unit seeks nutritious food for students

Vitamin-laced donuts and 
cakes 


some mornings are on the menu in 
schools serving breakfast to boys and-- 
girls. 


Sugar-coated cereals crammed with 


vitamins make the menu other morn- 
ings. 


"It's disastrous on two counts," Dr. 


Michael Jacobson said In an interview 
on food in the nation's schools. 


"THE 
VITAMINS are 
fine but 


serving them In sugary edibles isn't 
good. 


"The second way it's disastrous is 


that the nutrition education message 
comes across to kids — junk foods are 
good for you." 


Jacobson is co-director of the Na- 


tional School Food Action Committee. 
The committee is part of the Center 
for Science in the Public Interest with 
headquarters in Washington, D.C. 


THE COMMITTEE, a coalition of 


consumer activist nutrition groups, 
will petition the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on Food Day, 
April 21, to upgrade the quality of 
school food programs. 


"We are going to ask Secretary of 


Agriculture Bob Bergland to limit the 
amount of fat, cholesterol, sugar and 
salt in school meals and increase the 
use of natural foods. 


"WE ALSO ARE asking him to ban 


the use of harmful artificial colorings 
and preservatives and to reissue the 
ban, killed in 1973, on non-nutritious 
foods." 


The petition also will urge the De- 


partment of Agriculture to encourage 
school lunch and breakfast programs 
'to rely more on fresh fruits and vege- 
tables from local farmers and mer- 
chants. 


"We are fairly hopeful," Jacobson 


said. 


HE IS NOT SO sure of the cam- 


paign to stop serving vitamins in sug- 
ary and fat wrappings — such as the 
breakfast sweets. 


"These are only available in the 


schools and go by inviting names such 
as Krumb Superkake, Huz-zah, Tasty- 
breaks, Super-rich Donut, Super Do- 
nut, Astrofood." 


"This is not the way to teach nutri- 


tion." 


The committte's petition is just part 


of the movement to basic apples, 


whole grains and such in the school 
cafeterias. 


THERE ARE these other devel- 


opments: 


• Los Angeles secondary 
schools 


are the latest to join in an evaluation 
of the sale of snack foods and drinks 
on school premises. This is in re- 
sponse to demands of nutrition activ- 
ist groups that candy, soft f>>iks and 
other so-called junk foods be banned. 
The Los Angeles school board has told 
each school to study the problem for 
six months and make recommenda- 
tions after that. 


• School promotion efforts by ma- 


jor food companies also are being 
questioned at the state level in Cali- 
fornia and at the local level in some 
o t h e r school districts. Nutrition 
groups asked the California state 
board to ban offers to trade cereal 
box tops and drink mix labels for 
sports equipment or cash for school 
projects. 


• The Ohio state Board of Educa- 


tion has urged that Ohio schools serve 
more nutritious foods and beverages 
and offer more effective instruction 
in nutrition. 
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The way ive see it 
Tax preparers 
need licensing 


There is no fool-proof way to 


assure taxpayers of accuracy 
when it comes time *o calculate 
Uncle Sam's due at mid-April. 


A recent Herald survey of 


area commercial tax services 
found that the number of errors 
on a simple return varied from 
none to 12 when completed by 
f o u r preparers. Even well- 
trained preparers made mistak- 
es. 


The survey proves that tax 


services, certified public ac- 
countants and specialists who 
have passed stiff Treasury De- 
partment exams are as good as 
their margin for human error. 
Complex tax laws make their 
job more difficult. 


In addition to the normal mar- 


gin for error, however, tax- 
payers looking for someone to do 
t h e i r returns have a dis- 
advantage because there are 
few 
rules to regulate com- 


mercial tax preparers. 


A bill has been introduced in 


the Illinois General Assembly to 
'equire state licensing of tax 
sreparers. The bill would pro- 
vide protection for taxpayers 
from uninformed tax preparers. 


Federal law provides criminal 


oenalttes for persons who will- 
fully supply false information on 
tax forms, but aside from mone- 
tary penalties for preparers who 
fail to keep records of their work 
and sign returns they prepare, 
there are few other laws to de- 


termine who is qualified to do 
taxes. 


More confusing is the fact that 


some rules govern only those 
knowledgeable in tax prepara- 
tion — CPAs, attorneys and 
IRS-certified 
enrolled agents. 


They are the only persons recog- 
nized to represent taxpayers be- 
fore the IRS, but they are all for- 
bidden to advertise their ser- 
vices. 


The result is the annual 


spawning of three-month-a-year 
services that set up shop to 
serve tax-shy customers, free of 
any advertising restrictions or 
guarantee requirements. 


State Rep 
Ted 
Leverenz, 


D-Maywood has introduced a 
bill to require state certification 
of tax preparers through the De- 
partment of Registration and 
Education. Any commercial pre- 
parer who charges a fee would 
be required to pass a state exam 
and obtain a state license. 


Only two other states have 


similar laws. While licensing 
might not solve all the problems 
involved with commercial tax 
preparation, it would at least 
provide the harried taxpayer 
with some basis to judge the 
quality of his preparer. 


The ultimate solution to the 


p r o b l e m is reform of the 
hopelessly muddled tax laws to 
make it possible for the average 
taxpayer to figure his own re- 
turn without fear. 


Dems find suburbia 


For years, political leaders in 


the City of Chicago have called 
t h e s u b u r b s the "country 
towns." 


During the two decades that 


the late Chicago Mayor Richard 
J. Daley ran the county's Demo- 
cratic Party, suburban Demo- 
crats were clearly considered 
the "poor cousins" by city 
Democrats. 


Daley's few forays into the 


suburbs mainly involved his un- 
leashing of Democratic Clubs in 
townships where elected com- 
mitteemen were too independent 
for his taste.

Swanson and Mr. Harner were delib- 
erately intended to explain away and 
cover up the low test scores or they 
obviously do not understand clearly 
written directions found in the instruc- 
tional manuals accompanying the 
Iowa Tests. The instruction booklet di- 
rects the user to apply the norming 
date closest to the fame the test is giv- 
en In Dist. 59 in 1975 the tests were 
given at the end of October and in 
1976 at the end of September and 
hence both years scores would be 
compared to the Oct 15 norms. When 
Mr. Swanson Mggests that the way 
to look go**! is to test in the beginning 
of December to maximize instruc- 
tional time, he neglects to indicate 
that the January 15 norms would be 
used and thus all of the people with 
which the students are being com- 
pared would also have had additional 
instructional time. 


Admittedly additional instructional 


time has an effect upon scores, but 
much more so on raw scores than per- 
centile rankings. For Mr. Swanson to 
suggest that giving the test in Novem- 
ber instead of September would raise 
scores twelve percentile rankings is 
wishful thinking at best. 


As a mathematics teacher at Elk 


Grove High School for the past ten 
years I have found most students to 
be hard working and intelligent and 
many to be exceptionally talented and 
creative in their ability to learn math- 
ematics I object and must protest 
any implication that would suggest 
that they are unable to achieve as 
well as if not better than the "national 
average "

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Law to limit product liability suits 
introduced by State Sen. Glass

SPRINGFIELD — A bill designed 


to slow down the rapid rise of product 
liability lawsuits In Illinois was in- 
troduced Thursday in the Illinois Sen- 
ate by State Sen. Bradley Glass, 
R-Northbrook. 


The bill would change the time limit 


(or filing product liability suits and al- 
ter the conditions under which manu- 
facturers and retailers are liable for 
products. 


"There aae a number of businesses 


in Illinois that may be forced to close 
because of the increased cost of prod- 
uct liability insurance," Glass said. 


ME SAID 7.TO product liability suits 


were settled In Cook County in 1975 
and the average settlement' totaled 


more than $340,000. 


Glass said he did not know how 


many of those suits would be prohibit- 
ed if his bill is passed into law. Glass' 
legislation will set a statute of limita- 
tions which will prohibit suits if in- 
juries occur more than eight years af- 
ter the product's sale date. 


The bill also will bar suits for the 


misuse of products, alterations or 
modification of products, or a failure 
by ' a manufacturer to warn that a' 
product could be dangerous. 


Two supporters of Glass' legisla- 


tion sifggested the recreational sports 
industry and many manufacturers 
will be severely hampered without 
some government intervention in this 
area. 


Business briefs 
Farm prices rise 
an average of 1% 


Rising prices for soybeans, oranges, cattle and cotton raised the 


average of all raw farm product prices another 1 per cent in the 
month ended March 15, the Agriculture Dept. said Thursday. The 
Increase was the fourth consecutive monthly gailn in farm prices, 
It left the price average — which rose 3 per cent in December, 1.5 
per cent in January and 2 per cent in February — 1.5 per cent 
above a year earlier. Simultaneously, It.e department said Ameri- 
can export firms have reported making "optional origin" sales of 
390,000 tons of soybeans, nearly 16 million bushels, to China — 
200,000 tons for delivery in the season ending in Septemoer and 
190.000 tons for delivery In the 1977-78 year, beginning Oct. 1. Offi- 
cials emphasized that the "optional origin" clause in the sales 
contract means that the deliveries may not come from the tight 
American soybean supply. The beans "may be supplied in full or 
in part from the large Brazilian crop," officials said. The monthly 
farm price report said lower prices for hogs, eggs and milk partly 
offset the Increases reported for soybeans and other commodities 
in the month ended March 15. 


Jobless pay dead - temporarily. 


House and Senate negotiators Thursday agreed on a seven 


month extension of a recession-born measure allowing jobless 
Americans In many states to receive an extra 13 weeks of unem- 
ployment compensation. However, the House postponed action on 
the bill, allowing the program to expire at least temporarily at 
midnight. The expiration of the program will have little practical 
effect on the unemployed If the bill is passed early next week and 
made retroactive to Thursday because unemployment com- 
pensation Is paid a week or more behind. In the meantime, how- 
ever, no unemployment checks may be handed out to those on the 
special extended program. The bill to extend the program went to 
negotiators because the House wanted to continue the longer bene- 
fits another year; the Senate, six months. 


Bank 'redlining' unveiling called 


Most banks effective Thursday must begin disclosing census 


tract information on mortgage contracts to comply with federal 
efforts to end "redlining," The disclosures are aimed at dis- 
covering which Institutions are discriminating against deteriorat- 
ing neighborhoods in mortgage lending. Banks will begin identi- 
fying publicly the census locations of mortgage loans, but data for 
streets and neighborhoods within the greater tract still will be 
confidential. 


Kodak 'monopoly' investigated 


Trie Eastman Kodak Co. confirmed Thursday the Justice Dept. 


Is investigating its operations to determine whether the firm has 
illegally monopolized the photographic supplies field. A spokesman 
for the Rochster-based company, the world's foremost manufac- 
turer of photographic films and supplies, said the company^ had 
received a "civil investigative demand" from the antitrust division 
of the Justice Dept. The spokesman said the department asked 
Kodak for documents pertaining to the firm's photographic oper- 
ations. 


McCovern alleges wood in bread 


Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., charged Thursday that an Inter- 


national Telephone and Telegraph bakery company is selling a 
"Fresh Horizons" bread product containing wood pulp or saw 
dust. "Canada has banned the sale of Fresh Horizons and yet we 
find it in almost every grocery store," McGovern said in a state- 
ment prepared for his nutrition committee hearing on the role of 
fiber in diet. "I am not saying the product should or should not be 
banned — or that there is necessarily any harmful effect to con- 
suming wood pulp," McGovern said. "I am merely using it as an 
example to point out the many unanswered questions concerning 
dietary fiber." 


Boslon-D.C. rail work begins 


Transportation Sec. Brock Adams Thursday kicked off a project 


to bring 120 mile-per-hour passenger train service to the busy 
Boston-Washington rail corridor by 1981. He greeted the first track 
crew to begin work and promised to come back as often as needed 
to make sure the upgrading work on the railbeds continues. 
Adams traveled to the scene, where track surfacing and welding 
gangs were working, aboard a regular Metroliner which made a 
special stop for him and a large crew o£ Amtrak officials and 
reporters. 


U.S. oil available: Standard 


Standard Oil Co. (Indiana) said in its recent annual report that 


there aro "many opportunities" for profitable oil and gas produc- 
tion remaining in the United States.

Mugalian urges revieiv 


of nuclear power factors 


The economic and environmental 


costs of nuclear power to Illinois con- 
sumers should be reviewed before nu- 
clear generating facilities are built in 
the state, State Rep. Richard Muga- 
lian, D-Palatine, said. 


Under the Illinois Nuclear Power 


Evaluation Act (H.B. 764) recently In- 
troduced by Mugalian in the state leg- 
islature, a moratorium would be im- 
posed on nuclear power plant con- 
struction until July 1983, pending the 
outcome of a special 
commission 


study. The commission would consid- 
er economic, health, safety, environ- 
mental and other aspects of the nu- 
clear power industry. 


"The costs of generating nuclear 


power are ultimately borne by con- 
sumers," Mugalian said. "There are 
some indications that nuclear power 
may no longer be the bargain it was 
thought to be." 


The increasing cost of -uranium, 


construction and financing and the ap- 
proximately 10 years required for the 
planning and construction of a new 
nuclear facility should be weighed 
against the cost of alternative power 
sources, Mugalian said. Some nuclear 
power plants are not operating as ef- 
iiciently as planned, he said. 


Illinois has about 25 per cent of the 


nuclear generating capacity in the

country," Mugalian said, noting Com- 
monwealth Edison Co.'s increasing.re- 
liance on nuclear power. 


"AND THERE ARE questions other 


than economic," Mugalian said. "Sav- 
ing costs at the expense of the envi- 
ronment is not worth the change." 


Waste disposal, reprocessing plants 


for spent nuclear fuel, the future of 
the "fast breeder" nuclear reactor, 
transportation and security questions, 
must be answered, Mugalian said. 


The Illinois Nuclear Power Eval- 


uation Act has been assigned to the 
House committee on environment, 
energy and natural resources. Muga- 
lian expects hearings on the measure 
to be conducted between April 20 and 
the end of April.

SPRINGFIELD - Both sides of the 


Equal flights Amendment issue in Illi- 
nois are mustering their forces, for an- 
other vote, but signs point to another 
loss of ERA supporters in a planned 
vote this spring 


Lobbying efforts on both sides are 


gaining momentum, but as in other 
emotional efforts most lawmakers ap- 
pear to have their minds made up so 
letter-writing campaigns and rallies 
have little impact 


This will probably be the last effort 


by ERA backers to get the measure 
ratified in Illinois, and they are trying 
to pump fresh blood into their cam- 
paign. 


The t977 ERA campaign, for ex- 


ample, features men as chief sponsors 
of the ratification resolution in hopes 
of taking the "women only" stigma 
out of the effort 


STATE HEP. Alan Gteiman, 


D-Skokie, has taken over chief spon- 
sorship of the movement from State 
Rep. Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington 
Heights 


Gncman believes he has the votes 


in the Illinois House to pass the ERA 
resolution, but he remains uncertain 
about the fate of the proposal in the 
Illinois Senate 


Long-time supporters of the ERA 


movement in January 
began the 


tedious project of educating new law- 
makers. The unpubhcized, low-key 
briefing sessions in Springfield were 
designed to give the newcomers a 
taste of what could be expected this 
year. 


The Initial signs are not over- 


whelmingly positive for ERA propo- 
nents. They lost a bid to change a 
house rule that would have lowered 
the number of votes needed to pass 
the amendment there. A similar test 
as expected In the Senate, where in 
December ERA supporters fell eight 
votes short in an attempt to get the 
amendment ratified 


Senate supporters are not ready to 


discuss their plans for action on the 
resolution this year

Whether rippling harp arpeggios 


combined with the wispy notes of 
the flute, or swinging organ me- 
lodies with alto sax Improvisation, 
there's no doubt about it.

Project to take 30 years 
Filming the Bible no easy feat 


by DICK KLEINER 


If you have nothing to do for the next 30 years, stick around. By 


the end of that time, John Heyman and his crew will have finished 
their movie. 


What Heyman is doing is filming the entire Bible -*- both Old 


and New Testaments. He's 43 now and he figures it will take 
"between 29 and 31 years" of ceaseless work before the entire 
project is done. He's taking good care of himself because he wants 
to be around when it's finished. 


It's called the New Media Bible. Heyman hopes that, eventually, 


it will be recognized as the definitive visual Bible. He also esti- 
mates that its cost will be in the ritzy neighborhood of $256 million, 
if Inflation doesn't get completely out of hand. 


Heyman is an Englishman, an Oxford product, who was a TV 


and movie-maker in England, He produced such memorable films 
as "The Go-Between" and "The Hireling" and probably could 
have gone on making movies and money. But there was this 
dream. 


It all began at Oxford. 


As a film-maker, John Heyman realized that, in today's mass 


media world, films have become a better way of conveying knowl- 
edge than the printed word. 


"TODAY," HE SAYS, "there is so much functional illiteracy. 


People read no more than what is on the Kellogg's cereal box. So 
we decided to put the Bible on film. Hopefully, when they see the 
film, they will be encouraged to read the Bible itself." 


The group started off by raising $5.5 million, They began produc- 


tion and the hope is that, from here on, the project will be self- 
sustaining. That is because they will release it as they go along. 


The first segments shot — covering the first 22 chapters of Gen- 


esis and the first two chapters of Luke — are already being made 
available. They can be purchased by schools, churches and the 
like in any form — film of various sizes, tape of various sizes. And 
each comes neatly packaged With film, accompanying lectures, 


pamphlets with scholarly comment, teachers' guides and a maga- 
zine witti cultural background. 


They are shooting the three major Biblical versions — King 


James, Revised Standard and New American. Each one has a 
different narrator — Alexander Scourby does the King James, 
Orson Welles the Revised Standard and Joise Ferrer the New 
American. If there are discrepancies between the versions, Hey- 
man says, "we show them all." 


"We are doing all three versions completely,' he says, "hi order to 


give our purchasers an option." 


THEY ARE ALSO turning out versions in 24 different foreign 


languages, so the New Media Bible will be useful everywhere. 


The filming is being done in the Holy Land, as close to the sites 


of the actual events as possible. In the case of some' segments 
Which defy literal filming — the creation, for example, and the 
story of Noah's Ark — they are using animation. But, in the total 
work, there will be very Mttle of that. 


The actors speak the tongues which were in use at the time — 


Hebrew, Greek, Aramaic. But the narration over the action is in 
English, or whatever language the purchaser requires. 


Most of the actors are total unknowns, although Topol, the Is- 


raeli star of "Fiddler On the Roof," is playing Abraham. Because 
of the length of the project, Heyman says, it is probable that 
several different actors will be playdng some of the continuing 
characters, such as Jesus. 


There will be no one portraying God, however,, and His voice will 


not be heard. 


In an effort to make the project as theologically correct as 


possible, Heyman and his group have gotten the cooperation of a 
board of 122 Biblical scholars, who go over each script and each 
scene with precision. 


That has caused a few problems, because there are often dis- 


agreements among the scholars. 


"The only thing they have agreed on so far," Heyman says, "is 


that angels do not have wings."

DURING THE SHOOTING of the segment dealing with Cain and 


Abel, it was raining, so that segment was shot in the rain. Wheji 
the board of scholars screened that, they were in an uproar.

PLAYWRIGHT Jack Heifner brings 


back all the old memories in "Van- 
ities," a nostalgic romp that traces 
the lives of three Texas girls from 
hied school >n 1963, to college in 1968, 
and a tragic reunion of sorts in 1974. 
It opened this week at Drury Lane 
Theatre at Water Tower Place. 


Night out 


That Heifner was able to reminisce 


so accurately about girlish dreams 
and chatter is highly commendable. 
In a comical, giddy fashion, he tells it 
like it was. Yet for all his good in- 
tentions, Heifner occasionally lets his 
gender show Push-up bras get more 
than average play. 


Aside fiom that, Heifner's three 


women, though they make great stage 
characters, remain dependent on the 
male to the end. For a woman, his 
third act is indeed depressing. Either 
you give in to your ideals or morals 
or refuse to look beyond the end of 
your nose. 


HOWEVER, there are plenty of 


well-earned laughs ami it's very un- 
usual for three women to receive an 
opportunity to carry an entire show. 


Elizabeth Ashley is a natural for 


her role as Mary, the non-conformist 
who goes to. college to get away from 
her mother. She leads a shocking life 
of devil-may-care, one, howevfer, of 
her choosing. 


As a direct opposite, Joanne, played 


by Barbara Sharma, follows her fan- 
tasy right to the end — winding up 
with a house and kids in the country 
but expanding her intellect no wider 
than it was in high school. She plays 
the game according to all the rules, 
achieving happiness by refusing to 
question the status quo. 


THE SUBTLE ONE is Lesley Ann 


Warren as Kathy, the activities nut 
we referred,to them, who lived for 
planning proms and parades. Life out- 
s i d e school, she discovers, ds a bit 
disillusioning. 
Where 
Mary 
and 


Joanne in their separate ways are 
both bizarre, Kathy summarizes the 
real tragedy of too much cheerleading 
conditioning. 


Yet for ell its trite flaws, "Van- 


ities" still has much to say within the 
boundaries of delightful entertain- 
ment. It's the best production Drury 
Lane at Water Tower Place has yet 
hosted. 


And the three actresses, superb in 


their individual roles, put in more 
than a full evening. They never leave 
stage. Between acts they sit at make- 
up tables changing wigs and costumes 
gracefully to music that might make 
you want to stay in your seat also. 
There are no sets — just a bare stage 
with a minimum of props. Nothing 
else is needed. 


But Heifner makes one big mistake. 


Pep rallys were not more important 
than the Kennedy assassination. Not 
only was it a distasteful reference; it 
just didn't happen that way. Not in 
high school. Not in Texas.

The doctor says 


Bran low in sodium; 


% 
milk has far more 


My husband has very high blood pressure and kidney trouble. 


He has been eating pure bran obtained In one of the health food 
stores, two teaspoons three times a day, which has helped bis 
bowels. 


He would like to know if there is any salt in the bran and if so, 


how much. He also drinks from three to four glasses of skim milk 
a day. Ts there any salt in the milk that could prove harmful? 


The only reason for concern about salt is its sodium content. Salt 


is sodium chloride. When the body retains sodium, dt retains fluid 
and in people with high blood pressure this may cause an increase 
in pressure. 


How severe the sodium restriction must be in a patient's case 


depends entirely on how severe his disease is. Many people with 
modest high blood pressure can tolerate a reasonable amount of 
naturally occuring sodium in their common foods without any 
problem at all. In more severe cases it is wise not only to elimi- 
nate adding salt to foods but to select foods that contain little or no 
sodium. 


Natural wheat bran is very low 5n sodium. It contains only 9 


milligrams of sodium in 100 grams (3.5 ounces), according to the 
US. Department of Agriculture. A normal healthy active adult 
normally needs about 2.5 grams of salt a day (969 milligrams of 
godium), but the average American may consume 10 to 12 grams 
of salt a day (3875 to 4650 milligrams of sodium). The healthy 
kidney simply flushes out the excess along with water to maintain 
the normal salt balance in the body. 


A cup or glass of milk (half-pint) contains 122 milligrams of 


sodium, far more than the bran. Milk contains the same amount of 
salt as the cow's body fluids — about the same as for humans. 
That amount of salt is equivalent to the concentration of salt in 
sea water. 


If a person needs to severely restrict the salt in the diet, it will 


be necessary to limit or eliminate the use of milk. In that case 
calcium supplements may be needed. There are some brands of 
low salt milk prepared as special foods that are available in some 
parts of the country and if your husband needs to go this route 
perhaps the dietitian or doctor can help him wit'what is available 
in your community. 


Fruits and fruit juices are very low in sodium — about two 


milligrams in an 8-ounce glass of orange juice.

I am a 16-year-old male. I just started doing calisthenics every 


day. 1 used to lift and run only. Are the calisthenics building up 
muscle bulk? Also, will they tone up my muscles and make them 
firm? Could you please give me some information on calisthenics? 


It makes a difference what'type of calisthenics you do. In gener- 


al typical exercises strengthn the muscles that you use for that 
exercise and often the exercises include stretching and use of body 
parts through the full range of their motion. 


Just keep in mind that you can develop terrific arm muscles 


while your leg muscles wither away if your leg is in a cast and 
unused. The principle is, if you don't use, you lose it. So, sensible 
calisthenics help improve muscle mass, muscle tone, muscle 
strength, mobility and endurance only of the parts used.

You can vary them with any of your specialties. It's when com- 


pany is coming that I try a casserole I've been eager to try for 
some time. You can't go far wrong when all the ingredients are 
good. Even rice can be dressed up with nuts and so forth. Many 
deliciotis casseroles are made with zucchini, broccoli, cauliflower 
— the list is almost endless. Try large mushrooms baked with 
creamed spinach. Baked tomatoes with cheese and crumbs. A 
carrot ring with peas In the middle. It's trying new things that 
makes cooking fun.

Dear Dorothy. I dropped some fingernail polish on a pair of 


favorite slacks. How can I remove it?—Mrs. W.B. Daniel. 


I have to give the general rule since you don't mention the type 


of material. Place the stain face down on a paper towel. Sponge 
the back of the stain with nail polish remover (Acetone), moving 
the stain to the clean part of the paper towel frequently. Continue 
the sponging until the stain disappears, then launder. Do NOT use 
nail polish remover on acetate or tri-acetate fabrics. These have to 
go to a dry cleaner. 


Dear Dorothy: I'd like to use some fancy-shaped dill pickle jats 


as cannisters and gift containers. How can I get rid of the pickle 
smell in the lids?—Mrs. H.D. Porter 


Soak in a solution of either an enzyme presoak or baking soda, 


then rinse and dry.

Dying play 
social role: 
philosopher

Philosopher 
Alasdair 
Maclntyre 


does not believe in the controversial 
"right to die" or any other initiate hu-, 
man right. 


"Nobody has ever given us the 


slightest reason for believing that 
such rights exist," Maclntyre said in 
an interview in Denver where he 
spoke at a symposium. 


Nor Does Maclntyre think a person 


has the right to hasten his own death: 


"No individual is free to make a 


.choice in this matter. The right time 
for him to die will come sooner or 
later, and he must wait for it." 


He believes people have a tradition- 


al duty to perform a social role before 
dying. 


The portly, slightly rumpled Irish- 


mart is chairman of Boston Univer- 
sity's philosophy department. He was 
In Denver to participate in a "Bight 
to Die" symposium during the 143rd 
meeting of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 


BUT MaclNTYRE hedged. He 


thinks Karen Ann Quinlan, 21, whose 
case has aroused nationwide con-

troversy. should have been allowed to 
die instead of kept alive by life sup- 
port machines long after she slipped 
into a coma in 1975 after a late night 
party in New Jersey. 


Following a court fight by her par- 


entb. Miss Quinlan was successfully 
weaned horn a respirator last year, 
but she remains comatose in a nurs- 
ing home. 


Maclniyre said persons such as 


Miss Quinlan or patients in extreme 
pain have a "right to die" only be- 
cause they are unable to fulfill the 
traditional social role of dying. 


He bases his theories on traditions 


and beliefs of American Indians, the 
Irish, some Asian cultures, much of 
Europe in the Middle Ages and some 
ancient civilizations. 


HE SAID THESE very different cul- 


tures are united by "a conception of 
death as a distinctively social event. 


"The dying man has a task to per- 


form. . he must be listened to. Dy- 
ing persons have something to say to 
us and not listening would be a way of 
deforming us." 


In older cultures, he said, a person 


near death would "make that reckon- 
ing with his own past life ... 
debts 


must be paid, sins must be confessed, 
farewells must be paid, each with the 
appropriate ceremony " 


To illustrate, Maclntyre described 


the death scene in literature of Socr- 
ates, the ancient Greek philosopher 
who had been condemned on charges 
of atheism and corrupting the young. 


BEFORE DRINKING poison, the 


philosopher said to a friend al his 
side: 


"Crito, I owe a cock to Aesculapius. 


Will you remember to pay the debt?' 


"A dying man has to make that 


reckoning with his own past life," 
said Maclntyre. 


"He must tell them (the next gener- 


ation or generations) now what he 
will never be able to tell them again. 
The dying man has a duty and a right 
to speak at that point at whatever 
length he chooses." 


Maclntyre said death in contempo- 


rary America is, by contrast, " . . . 
often feared and old age, if anything, 
is feared more. The old have no re- 
spected role in the community. Their 
stories are treated not as inherited 
wisdom but as boring anecdotes. The 
old have become functionless, just as 
the dying have no socially recognized 
role." 


WE TAKE IT for granted that death 


and dying are episodes, he said, but 
they are not and could not be a part 
of any cohertnt practice in the re- 
quired sense. 


". . . our dominant culture lacks 


any coherent concept, and perhaps 
any concept at all, of a right way to 
die or a wrong way to die, of a good 
death or a bad death."

•Jesus of Nazareth' is film feat 


"Jesus of Nazareth" is, perhaps, what we^need 


more of. 


Criticism from church fundamentalists who have 


not seen the film, and General Motors, which 
dropped sponsorship in fear of public disfavor, is 
unfounded. 


The six-hour epic film, which will be shown in two 


parts on Palm Sunday and Easter Sunday at 7 p.m. 
on NBC. Channel 5. is a sensitive, believable story of 
the life of Christ. It's pace is dignified, its tone is 
reverent. 


The Jesus in Franco Zeffirelli's masterpiece is di- 


vine and human only in that he is the Son of God in 
the flesh. The Italian director, however, best known 
in this country for his film version of "Romeo and 
Juliet." artistically has meshed divinity and human- 
ity Ln the Christ portrayed by English actor Robert 
Powell. 


He is a..tolerant, compassionate Messiah, deter- 


mined to carry out his Father's will. He defies con- 
fused enemies and ne converts skeptics with gentle 
but forceful words. 


MUCH OF CHRIST'S dialog is taken directly from 


the New Testament and Zeffirelli has used passages 
from the various books of Matthew, Luke and Mark. 


Unlike the earlier Biblical pageants such as Cecil 


B. DeMHle's 1927 film "King of Kings." "The Robe" 
and "The Greatest Story Ever Told," the Zeffirelli 
film has been made especially for television — and 
its a true television feat. 


The panoramic views of the Moroccan, Tunisian 


and Roman filming sites nearly overpower the aver- 
age television screen. The photography is so well 
done it's easy to become engrossed in the most mi- 
nor of scenes. The color is an important part of the 
film, from the creamy white light that streams 
through windows to the vibrant oranges and blues of 
the sky. 


ZEFFIRELLI STRIVES to recreate the story of 


Christ in all actuality. The first three-hour segment 
begins with the marriage of Joseph and Mary, high- 
lighted by the ceremonies and practices of the Jew- 
ish people during Christ's own time. 


We are allowed to take a closer look at Mary and 


Joseph and their unquestioning Faith. 


The Virgin Mary, played by Olivia Hussey, is an 


innocent and angelic-looking bride of Joseph (played 
by Yorgo Voyagis) who knows well she has been 
"chosen." Her Inbor pains while giving birth in the 
manger seem real. 


Mary loses her husband and then watches from a 


distance as her son fulfills the prophecy of written 
scriptures. 


The relatively unknown actors who have been cast 


in the film's major roles carry out their assigned 
tasks with brilliance. Certainly, there is difficulty 
involved in portraying the role of Christ. 


But. Powell has given the role a grandeur and new 


meaning that will bring the scriptures alive for 
many during this holiday and season of renewal. 


THE »18 MILLION, three-year project is the story 


of Christ, from birth to death, without the spectacle. 
There are no choirs singing in the heavens or halos 
flanking the heads of the holy. You will not see Jesus 
walk on water, but you will see him heal a possessed 
boy. fill Simon Peter's empty fishing nets with 
enough fish to feed a multitude and raise Lazarus 
from the dead. In fact, the film includes many of 
Jesus' miracles, presented in an air of respectability 
and not show. 


Some of Jesus' disciples are men, like Simon Pe- 


ter, played by James Farentmo, who struggle with 
the decision to leave their wordly possessions and 
families behind to follow their Master. 


Michael York is a Cirey and frenzied John the Bap- 


tist whose cries from a dungeon cell haunt the party 
guests of the feeble Herod Antipas, played by 
Christopher Plummet'. 


Peter Ustinov brings his Nero-like magnificence to 


the role of Herod the Great, a foolish, selfish 
ruler who orders the slaying of all newborns in Beth- 
lehem to secure his own throne. 


These renown stars, cast mostly in c.'imeo roles of 


"Jesus of Nazareth," contribute to film's richness. 


The sincere tone of the film prevails. Viewers may 


feel a bit uneasy when they see a club-wielding Jesus 
driving money-hungry merchants, from the temple. 
They will sympathize with the young Jesus who is 
driven from the temple and accused of being a blas- 
phemous imposter. They may even cry as the Word 
is fulfilled and mercileSvS crucifixion takes place, the 
blame for which is not safely placed on Judas.

"JESUS OF NAZARETH" does not threaten the 


religious mores that a handful of clergy prematurely 
sought to defend and, doing so, immersed the film in 
controversey. 


The controversy started when fundamentalist Bob 


Jones of Bob Jones University in Greenville, S. C., 
interpreted remarks made Zefferelli to mean that 
the Jesus was portrayed as a man in the movie and 
not as a diety. Others quickly followed with criticism 
that prompted General Motors to drop more than 
$3.5 million in film sponsorship. Proctor and Gamble 
has since picked up that sponsorship. 


Instead, the film brngs new meaning to the foun- 


dations of Christianity. The success of the film may 
be a lesson in humility to those who are loo quick to 
say a celluloid Christ is too human.

Kingman tells New York 
to 'sign me or trade me' 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. (UPI) - 


Home run slugger Dave Kingman told 
the New York Mets "sign me or trade 
me" by the start of the season next 
week after meeting with Mets General 
Manager Joe McDonald for an hour 
and a half Thursday and failing to 
come any closer to terms for a new 
contract. 


"I insist on having a contract when 


the season opens, otherwise I am wel- 
coming a trade as soon as possible," 
said Kingman, who hit 37 homers last 
season despite missing 40 games with 
a broken hand. 


"This is the only result that would 


make all parties happy. If I am not 


signed by opening day, I will not sign 
in 1977." 


KINGMAN, 28, a former star at 


Prospect (Mount Prospect, 111.) High 
School and USC, said he would not 
negotiate with the Mets during the 
regular season if they fail to sign him 
first and would play out his option to 
become a free agent at the end of the 
season. 


Kingman also said he didn't want to 


go through the season in New York 
being criticized by the fans and press 
for not signing. 


"I am trying to encourage them to 


sign me," Kingman said. "I am not 
the type of person who could play in 
New York without a contract, I just 


couldn't handle it." 


K I N G M A N REPORTEDLY has 


been asking for a $2.9-million, six- 
year- salary while the Mets have re- 
portedly offered less than half that, 
$200,000 per year. 


"If they don't sign me now they will 


not be competitive with the 25 other 
clubs in the major leagues," Kingman 
said. "Up to now, they haven't been." 


"We have never forced anybody to

"I have two children, a son at college and a daughter in high 


school," he said. "I want to watch my children more. I haven't had 
much time recently to see them." 


Steingraber, the only coach to take a boys team from the area to 


the state finals, stressed "it just wasn't that enjoyable any more." 


"The last couple seasons have seemed awfully long," said 


Steingraber. "I had found losing to be more difficult to take than it 
was when I was younger and the job had been consuming more and 
more of my day." 


HIGH SCHOOL coaches are special. Ted Wissen and Rog Steingra- 


ber are very special. They are two of the real gentlemen this sports 
department has ever worked with, always cooperative and under- 
standing In the sometimes trying coach-writer relationship, 


You always hate to see class people leave coaching, but you can 


certainly understand their reasons and respect their very difficult 
decision. 


The role of a coach is a demanding one, and perhaps at this time, 


when two quality men step out, it's appropriate to examine this; 
complex position. 


A coach's life is one of dedication. It must be as in most cases the 


remuneration for the never-ending duties is hardly equal to the 
many tasks involved and the long hours devoted to a group of 
youngsters, whose daily actions are so unpredictable.

IN PRESENT DAY society, life becomes complicated and com- 


petitive. It is difficult for the young person to find his niche. 


The high school coach has an excellent opportunity to influence the 


young people under his jurisdiction, to guide them toward finding 
goals and being able to compete in life's work. 


You know how it is when a youngster becomes a teenager. He 


goes out into his world, he becomes a bigger man — more self- 
sufficient — and the cold communications at home break down a 
little. 


High school coaches are dedicated to a common bond. They are- 


dedicated to helping young people go through this difficult stage in 
life — one when their mind is hardly ever made up and loaded with 
petty, but annoying problems. 


AND, YET, we expect our coaches to do so much more for our 


kids than just teach them. We expect them to develop character, 
integrity, honesty and any of a dozen more virtues right along with 
the basic sports skills. 


When they succeed, and they usually do, they are judged for com- 


petence not by what they have done, but whether they've won more 
games than they've lost. 


How do you rate a classroom teacher? Tough to do. A coach is 


rated every time the team plays. Win, lose, tie. He can work as hard 
as he knows how preparing for a game, and then a kid has a head- 
ache or the sun gets in his eyes and it's a loss. 


Eventually the coach comes to accept his critics among the 


regular fans. The second-guess is a part of sports. The fan 
wouldn't be there if he didn't occasionally imagine he could have 
invoked strategy superior to that employed by the coach. 


THE COACH may get his message across to one group, but soon 


finds he is dealing with an altogether different set of personalities. 
He can't win every game, nor can he make a sale every time he 
talks with parents. 


The coach-player relationship becomes extremely personal. Ideal- 


ly, it is founded on mutual respect that cannot comfortably accom- 
modate the influence of outside forces. 


When the parent offers support for the coach and encouragement 


for his son or daughter, he complements the coach-player bond 
while still remaining outside it. When he attempts to become a 
part of that relationship, he is trying to fit where there is no room. 


Unlike his counterparts on-the college and professional level, the 


high school coach is not provided on the opening day of practice with 
a hand-picked band of young tigers with a robust love of the game. 
The athletes are still youngsters. Many are not altogether certain 
they even want to play the game. 


WHY DOES A person coach? I don't know, except that there is 


always the excitement, the weariness and satisfaction of knowing 
how hard he and his team have tried to reach a common goal. 


If the result is defeat, then there's dejection and the coach must 


take the proper tack, the one to ease the pain. 


But if there is heaven on earth, it is the locker room after a big 


victory. 


Whether he decides to call it quits or stay another five or 10 years 


is a tough decision for any coach. But he is the only one who can 
make it and make it he must.

For 48 years Art Johlfs has mailed 


prep football and basketball ratings to 
all who ask for them, including many 
college and pro recruiters. He added 
hockey and recently girls basketball. 


His project now is 1977 ratings for 


boys and girls basketball teams from 
among 2,000 teams he follows. 


THERE'S NO PROFIT, he said, al- 


though last year he started charging 
for postage. 


"It's 
Ahe greatest hobby in the 


world — following sports," he said. 


Johlfs, 5-foot-10, was inspired about 


sports as a sub on the Fulda, Minn., 
High School basketball team 
that 


went to state tournament in 1920. 


"I DIDN'T get to go to the tourna- 


ment, though," he said. "The school 
could only afford to send the first five 
players. One of the subs hitch-hiked to 
the tournament but the rest of us has 
to stay home. 


"I never was a very good player, 


but I developed a great love for 
sports." 


After attending Winona, State Col- 


lege and University of Minnesota, 
Johlfs coached football and basketball 
at five Minnesota high schools for 16 
years — "Plus a little track" — and 
then was a referee for 22 years. He 
also sold real estate and studied high 
school sports records. 


JOHLFS WORKS at his hobby, "Na- 


tional Sports News Service," in a den 
with 50 file cabinets full of records 
which he gets from sports writers and 
broadcasters, coaches, explayers and 
others across the country. 


He makes regular visits to the Min- 


neapolis Public Library, University of 
Minnesota School of Journalism and 
Minnesota Vikings football office and 
receives big sacks of newspapers 
from two advertising firms every day. 


"I read sports sections from all the 


states every week," said Johlfs, who 
also goes to local games and travels 
each season to see top teams. 


JOHLFS RATED Warner-Robins of 


Georgia and Moeller High of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, as national co-champions 
in his prep football ratings last fall. 


In basketball last year he rated 


Dunbar of Washington, D.C., and Car- 
narsie High of Brooklyn, N.Y., 1-2 in 
boys play and Bradley County of 
Cleveland, Tenn. and Lakeview High 
of Auburn, Iowa, 1-2 in girls play. 


"We'll have no basketball cham- 


pions this year, though," Johlfs said, 
"because all four of last year's lead- 
ers have been beaten." 


HE RATES the top 125 teams in 


football and basketball and the top 25 
in hockey. 


When it gets too crowded in his den, 


Art picks up armloads of papers and 
goes into the living room where his 
wife, Leona, shakes her head and 
reminds him, "All those papers make 
an awful mess." 


"She's been telling me that for 40 


years," Johls grinned.

•It was a

make," said Richard M. Geisler, pres- 
ident of Spalding. Chicopee, Mass., in 
an interview. "But we just could not 
?arry on sustaining the loss we took 
on each ball." 


That doesn't mean Spalding no long- 


er makes baseballs. It will still pro- 
vide balls for high schools, colleges 
and amateur players. ' 


GEISLER SAID the decision to no 


'onger supply balls for the majors 
was part of Spalding's swing away 
from spectator sports to concentrate 
more on participation sports, one of 
the fastest growing industries in the 
country. 


Spokesmen for companies caught up 


in the "recreation boom" are looking 
to 1977 to be a record year despite a 
bad start attributed to the unusually 
cold winter. 


The record-breaking winter was not 


all bad, of course. Abundant snow 
spurred buying of ski equipment, es- 
pecially for the fast-growing sport of 
cross-country skiing, 


GEISLER PREDICTED sports in- 


dustry sales would be 6 to 10 per cent 
ahead of 1976. with a lot of the extra 
spending reflecting a growing female 


influence in participation sports 


Geisler said the big expansion 


sports would be tennis and golf. 


"Tennis clothing is a $100 million in- 


dustry, with women accounting for a 
little more than half that total," he 
said No one company has a domi- 
nant share of that market, but Spald- 
ing is trying hard with a line of wom- 
en's tennis outfits designed by Doli 
Cole. 


OUTDOOR SPORTS Industries Inc. 


of Denver, Colo., is completing a ma- 
jor ihakeup of its product lines and is 
looking to higher earnings in 1977 
from new designs in tennis wear and 
camping equipment. 


Geisler said the proliferation of high 


prize money in professional golf made 
that sport a major industry. 


THE NUMBER OF golf courses is 


increasing steadily and last year 
about 12 million golfers — one-third of 
them women — played 15 rounds or 
more. 


"We cater to the woman golfer with 


a specially designed ball," Geisler 
said. "Women hit slower and the ball 
responds to that difference. Hit it fast 
and it won't work." 


And the industry is not forgetting 


future players. 


Geisler is on the board of the Na- 


tional Golf Foundation, which partici- 
pates in programs in six cities to en- 
courage teenagers to take up the 
sport. 


"THE KIDS LOST out because of 


the recession," he said. "Nobody 


could afford to pay caddies any more, 
and that was where the kids used to 
pick up the sport." 


Under the Golf Foundation pro- 


gram, the industry donates clubs and 
balls and provides professionals to 
train youngsters. 


"Team sports are okay, but kids 


need the individual games as well," 
said Giesler, who has three young 
children himself. 


Overall, recreation activities are a 


$77 billion business in the United 
States and industry analysts see no 
immediate end to its future ex- 
pansion.

New York sets $1 million 
on Lake Placid security 


ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast (UPI) 
- 


New York state is planning to spend 
$1 million on security for the 1980 
Winter Olympics at Lake Placid, the 
president of the resort's organizing 
committee said Thursday. 


"At a meeting we had in Washing- 


ton, the figure of one million dollars 
was mentioned by Maj. Ambler of the 
New York state police," said Don 
Mackenzie, president of the Lake Pla- 
cid Committee. Mackenzie was in 
Abidjan to report progress on Olym- 
pic preparations to the International 
Olympic Committee and some 90 na- 
tion Olympic committees .The swell- 
ery heat of West Africa was about as 
incongruous a setting as possible for 


the report, several Lake Placid dele- 
gates remarked. 


Mackenzie said he had no further in- 


formation about the proposed security 
formation about the proposed security 
operation, much of which would be to 
protect the Olympic Village from ter- 
rorists, and no clear idea yet what po- 
lice manpower would be employed. 


The $1 million will be in addition to 


the overall proposed budget of $80 
million, he said. 


Almost three quarters of the money 


needed to stage the games will come 
from federal funds. The U.S. Com- 
merce Department Monday signed an 
agreement with the organizing com- 
mittee to provide $58 million and 
handed over the first check.

HOW DOES A TOOTH CAVITY 
START" 


As with the other organs of the body, 


teeth are intended to last a lifetime 
With the proper care, there's no reason 
why you'll ever need false ones to take 
the place of your present set Brushing 
regularly to clean all surfaces is im- 
portant to control cavities, just as is a 
regular schedule of visits to the dentist 


Many dentists recommend you brush 


the way your teeth grow up on the 
lower teeth and down on the uppers. 
What does your dentist suggest' 


Cavities, or caries as they are called 


scientifically, start in the tooth enamel 
Unless treated, the decay spreads to the 
softer, ivory-like substance called the 
dentm which forms the body of the tooth 
Still longer delay in treatment can 
cause the decay to spread to the pulp 
and tooth nerve area Then loss of a 
tooth is possible 


Evidence seems to prove that cavities 


result from action of certain bacteria 
that are always found in the mouth The 
bacteria works on fermentable carbo- 
hydrates, chiefly sugar It produces 
acids that can dissolve teeth 


Whether the acids formed in the 


mouth by bacteria action can destroy 
tooth enamel depends on the strength 
of the acids and the length of time it is 
in contact with the tooth Many experts 
believe that most damage is done during 
the first 15 minutes after sweets have 
been eaten 


Some medical persons have suggest- 


ed that tooth decay also can be caused 
by emotional problems or malnutrition, 
although there is no complete scientific 
evidence to back up these theories 


Regular checkups are important for 


the contiol of tooth cavities With fre- 
quent visits to the dentist, treatment 
can be made early A decayed tooth 
cannot repair itself The tooth can be 
restored only by removing the decayed 
part and putting a filling into its place. 
Restoring the tooth this way doesn't 
cause too much discomfort because 
dentists these days seem to work most 
painlessly 


Many have suggested that a way to 


pi event tooth decay is by what you 
don't eat, rather than what you do eat. 
The right kind of diet is certainly im- 
portant for general health care, and 
therefore important for dental care, 
too But the experts suggest we cut 
down on candy, cookies cake and sweet- 
ened drinks as a way to better our 
chances for keeping healthy teeth 


Fluondation of drinking water also is 


recommended by many experts as a 
way of reducing today s high rate of 
tooth decay

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Pistol Pete show hurts 
those basketball purists 


Al Kallne had gone to bat 7,642 


times iind made 2,322 big league bits 
before he ever got to play in a World 
Series. Walter Johnson pitched 107 
shutout and 376 victories before he 
ever (jot in a World Series. Oscar 
Robertson threw in about 1,000 bas- 
kets before he ever got on a cham- 
pionship team. 


Ernie Banks made the Hall of Fame 


without ever making the World Secies. 


But, put them all together, and I 


still never saw anything sadder than a 
Pistol Pete Maravich pouring the 
most glittering statistics of National 
Basketball Assn. history through the 
hoops for the New Orleans Jazz. It's 
painful to watch. Like seeing Caruso 
sing in a run-down night club in Hobo- 
ken, a great chef doing flapjacks in a 
truckstop diner, John Barrymore, 
playing Gldget movies. 


THE NEW Orleans Jazz are not ter- 


rible. They've even had a winning 
streak. Some nights they score almost 
as much as Maravich does. To give 
you an idea how impressive the New 
Orleans Jazz are, five of their 12 play- 
ers got hurt in a cab crash one night 
and couldn't suit up — and the team 
won easily. 


The trouble with playing with a los- 


er is, you get caught in the public 
mind and their protective coloration. 
The difference between an eagle and 
a vulture is not easy to distinguish if 
they are flying together. 


So, it pains the purists of basketball 


to see Pistol Pete, night after night, 
giving a dazzling recital in a cellar. 


One of the persons most depressed 


by the imprisonment of the artist is 
the artist. Peter Maravich sat on a 
bench in a lockerroom the other night 
just after he had, so to speak, painted 
the Mona Lisa on court against the 
Lakers at the Forum and reflected on 
the sad life in the catacombs of the 
NBA. 


"ALL 
MY LIFE, I've played to 


get one thing —• a (championship) 
ring, I'm destined to be one of those 
persons who will never get the ring." 


He admits he would like to go over 


the wall. He has no desire to take his 
place alongside Ernie Banks or Sam 
Snead or the Prisoner of Shark Is- 
land, 


It's not the money. "I have been fi- 


nancially successful," he says. "I do

not need the game of basketball." It 
has to do, he says, with image. "No 
matter what you do, if you do not win, 
you come out 'L-0-S-E-B.' They say 
you're hurting the team." 


Just as the clown want to play 


Hamlet, the tragedienne, musical 
comedy, Maravich would jiuc as soon 
be the guy who brings the ball up the 
floor — for a championship team. 


"I WOULD BE a 17-point scorer if I 


could play on a good team. And I 
could throw in 17 points between my 
legs." 


He admits he fantasizes about play- 


Ing With Kareem Abdul-Jabbar. 
"Look at him out there. It looks like a 
lot of 8 and 9-year-olds playing with a 
12-year-old." 


Wouldn't he find it frustrating to be 


Kareem Abdul-Jabbar's "caddy" S 
asked, using the basketball term for 


the on-court ".gopher" who goes for 
the ball in odd corners and mid-court 
scrambles, to deliver it to the Big 
Man under the basket? 


"CADDY? I'D BE his caddy, his 


chauffeur, his valet, I'd take his 
clothes to the cleaners for him and 
brush him off if he gets me that ring. 
He's the best center in basketball. 
Look at the guys he keeps around and 
in this league. The players are fortu- 
nate indeed to play with him. Look at 
what he did for Oscar (Robertson, 
who played 10 brilliant but noncham- 
pionship seasons in the league before 
being traded to Jabbar's Milwaukee 
title team in 1970). You'd have some- 
thing to tell your grandchildren in- 
stead of the stigma "OK, you scored a 
lot, but you were a loser'." 


But getting Maravich out of New 


Orleans may be like the Plot To Kid- 
nap the Kaiser. He may have to sell 
'himself in a bag like the Count of 
Monte Cristo and slide out and escape 
by shrimp boat. Permission to emi- 
grate may be denied. So, the Com- 
mittee To Free Pistol Pete is hereby 
formed. The Boston Celtics, the New 
York Knicks, and the Los Angeles 
Lakers are eager to promise asylum.

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Farentino roles message from heaven? 


JAMES FARENTINO portrays Simon Peter in the television film "Jesus 
of Nazareth" which will be shown in two three-hour parts beginning 
Sunday at 7 p.m. on Channel 5. The role has changed the actor's life 
and attitudes.

First you are wearing the robes of a 


saint and next you are wearing the 
collar of a defrocked priest. It is just 
television, you say, and yet, there is 
something almost eerie about the 
coincidence. 


James Farentino was pondering the 


question of his two latest television 
roles earlier this week, stopping short 
of admitting to religious revelation or 
a sign from above. 


The dare, handsome actor portrays 


the fierce but loving 'Simon Peter in 
the NBC television movie "Jesus of 
Nazareth" which airs in two parts 
Palm Sunday and Easter Sunday, and 
plays a priest who discovers the sal- 
vation of his own soul in a new pilot 
series "The Possessed" which pre- 
mieres April HO on NBC. 


"Maybe somebody up there is try- 


ing to tell me something," Farentino 
asked his actress-wife, Michele Lee, 
while they lunched at the Arlington 
Park Theatre between rehersals for 
"The Big Knife" which opens April 8. 


"I'm not a religious man, but there 


is an eerie coincidence about playing 
two intensely religious roles in tele- 
vision programs that just happen to 
be scheduled near each other around 
the Easter holiday," he said. 


FARENTINO'S WORK on the proj- 


ects was a year apart, "but I have.a 
very special feeling about them both," 
he said. 


"I've been a cynic about life and 


my work before, but these two parts 
seem to have had a sobering effect on 
me," he said. 


Farentino researched his part as 


Simon Peter for the six-hour "Jesus 
of Nazareth" film by reading and 
closely scrutinizing the Bible. 


"I realized that Peter was a very 


volatile man and his family meant ev- 


erything to him. Although he was a 
brute, he reacted honestly to things 
and often challenged Christ. But, 
when he loved, he loved from the 
heart and he thought from the heart," 
Farentino said. "That's why Christ 
chose Peter as the rock and the foun- 
dation on which he would build his 
church." 


Farentino became close friends with 


the film's Italian director, Franco Zef-v 
ferelli, 'during the three-year project. 
The actor's voice is filled with emo- 
tion and gratitude when he mentions 
the personally hand-written letter that 
Zefferelli sent him after the movie > 
was completed, saying how happy he 
was to have had Farentino as "his" 
Peter. 
• 


He was well prepared to assume the 


role of Kevin Leaky, a defrocked 
priest who regains his faith, in the pi- 
lot television series "The Possessed." 


"By that time, I was versed in reli- 


gion. Although the shows title sounds 
like it deals with the occult, it doesn't. 
He (Leaky) is a former priest who is 
doing penance for losing grace with 
God and for breaking away from the 
church, and so he tries to help people 
out," he said. 


THE PROGRAM will deal with dis- 


tinguishing between the forces of evil 
and sin, he said. In the 90-minute pi- 
lot, the -former priest deals with an 
unknown force causing fires to break 
out on a girl's college campus.

When water conservation becomes a 


number one priority, trees and shrubs 
may not receive sufficient water for 
survival. 


Water rationing does not permit 


soaking programs normally used dur- 
ing times when water is plentiful. 
Drought-stricken trees mean costty re- 
placement and lengthy regrowmg pe- 
uocls. Often these periods span many 
years before the natural beauty of 
property is restored. 


Trees are a vital source of oxygen, 


as well as shade and wind protection 
They return water to the atmosphere 
as part of their daily life cycle. Some 
trees return from 50 to 80 gallons of 
water a day during hot spells Even 
though plantings survive a drought 
period, they can suffer damage that 
will take years for recovery. 


ONE METHOD OF conserving wa- 


ter while supplying needed nour- 
ishment to plantings is with a root 
f e e d e r . By bringing controlled 
amounts of water and food to the root 
zone, feeder roots immediately are 
able to start absorbing for quick dis- 


Anyone can grow orchids 


by SAN'DI LAT1ME1 


UPI — To may people, the orchid is 


a delicate, exotic flower imported to 
the United States for special uses. 


To Jim Harper, a professor of food 


science and nutrition at Ohio State 
University, orchids are just like an- 
other flower and raising them has be- 
come a hobby — a rather contagious 
one at that. 


"Anyone who can grow plants well 


can grow orchids," he said. "Even 
anyone who can't grow plants well 
can grow orchids." 


Like growing any other plant, you 


have to understand orchids, said Har- 
per, who has acquired about 2,000 or- 
chid plants in ins 22 years of raising 
them. 
, 


He is also a judge in the American 


Orchid Society. 


"Orchids are not at all the delicate 


plants that many people think they 
are.'' Harper said. "They tend to 
adapt to new conditions, but this takes 
about six to 12 months for complete 
adaptation, so you've got to be 
patient. 


"Orchids differ from other plants In 


that they are a slow-growing plant," 
he said. "When you see a plant 
shriveling up. you water it and can 
see an immediate change. 


"But what you do today to an orchid 


plant, you see results a couple of 
weeks later," he said. 


"Orchids can grow anywhere," he 


said. "Under lights, on window sills, 
on porches and in greenhouses. 


"It's not that you can't grow them 


Inside," Harper said. "But you can't 
really grow them in quantity inside, 
so they usually end up in a green- 
house." 


Harper said there are about 20.000 


species of orchids all over the world 


and about 40,000 man-made hybrids. 
Orchids flower in lavendar, white, yel- 
low, orange, red, green, pink, brown, 
spotted and striped, depending upon 
the type. 


He said the most common orchids 


are the cattleyas and cymbidiums, 
which are used in corsages, and the 
phalaenopsis, known as the moth or 
butterfly orchid. 


"About the easiest to grow in the 


house is the paphiopedilum, or nick- 
named the lady slipper because that 
is what it looks like," he said 


Harper said he was stricken with 


the orchid-raising virus 22 years ago 
His wife Eloise had read a magazine 
article about raising orchids and they 
acquired two for a start. 


"Usually when anyone starts rais- 


ing orchids, they start with two," he 
said. "Why, I don't really know." 


He said his orchids overmultiplied 


and got too much for the house. He 
said they built a new house complete 
with a greenhouse. 


Harper said generally orchids need 


a night temperature of 10 to 20 de- 
grees less than a daytime tempera- 
ture to bloom. The amount of light de- 
pends on the variety ot orchid. 


As for watering, most orchid roots 


have a thick outer layer around the 
root to store moisture and too much 
water will rot the layer and kill the 
roots. The pots should never sit in wa- 
ter. 


Orchids are hardy and can be put 


outdoors in warm weather. He cau- 
tioned not to plant or repot orchids in 
dirt because they are epiphytes — 
plants which grow in the air and not 
tlie ground 


He said most orchids are usually 


planted in a fir bark and fir bark 
mixes to simulate conditions as if it 
lived on a tree as it once did.

A routine monthly root feeding dur- 


ing the growing season will speed up 
drought recovery and prevent damage 
if established before severe weather 
conditios take over. As root systems 
seek water, deep feeding will cause 
roots to grow downward under the 
surface to establish a stronger tree, 
that will be more resistant to toppling 
from high winds. 


A root feeding program controls the 


amount of water used. Water is di- 
rected where it will do the most good 
and there is no wasteful surface run- 
off, evaporation or absorption by sur- 
rounding soil surfaces 


HOW EFFICIENT is root feeding" 


In clay loam, water takes four hours 
to soak one inch into the ground With 
a root feeder, a controlled amount of 
water is placed in the root zone and 
soaks in immediately. 


Trees and shrubs accept food in so- 


lution • absorbed by hairlike feeder 
roots Water is required to carry nu- 
trients into the tree feeder roots. 


The feeder loots are located at the 


extiemities of the root system about 
halfway inward to the trunk Root 
feeders should be inserted in the 
ground in an imaginary circle at the 
edge of the drip branches, or the ex- 
heme outer edge of branch growth. 
This imaginary line is often referred 
to as the "drip line " It is most likely 
that any water at the base or crown 
of the tree will be wasted, as the root 
system does not have the capacity to 
absorb in this area 


Keeping in mind that plantings 


must have water in order to take in 
nourishment, when conserving water, 
a root feeder is an economical and 
effective method of utilizing this valu- 
able resource

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Flowering plants brighten home

Plants grow and respond to light, 


heat, water, humidity and nutrients. 
You must provide the proper com- 
bination of these factors for good 
growth and flowering of your potted 
plants. 


Most flowering plants required a 


few hours of part or full sun to devel- 
op flower buds. East, west and south 
windows provide adequate sunlight 
for blooming plants. If your home 
lacks sufficient window space, you 
may want to invest in a fluorescent 
light garden unit. There are new flu- 
oiesccnt lights which bring flowering 
plants into bloom quickly and more 
profusely. 


Blooming plants grow test if the hit- 


tniditv K about 50 per cent. If you 
don't have a portable humidifier, try 
one of the following methods to in- 
crease humidity. Plants grouped to- 
gether benefit from mutual transpir- 
ation Plants with non-hairy foliage 
may be misted daily. You may place 
plants in a plastic or metal flat con- 
taining an inch of moist gravel or per- 
lite. Ab the moisture evaporates, your 
plants bask in the humidity. 


BLOOMING PLANTS like evening 


temperatures between 62 and 68 de- 
grees. If possible, turn the heat ther- 
mostat clown a few degrees in the ear- 
ly everting hours. 


Generally, most blooming plants 


should be kept evenly moist during 
active growth and blooming periods. 
As soon as the surface soil begins to 
dry. it is time to water. Empty any 
water that has drained into the saucer 
within 20 minutes. Tepid water that is 
non-softened should be used, especial- 
ly on bromelaicts and hairy-leaved 
plants. 


Blooming plants have ravenous ap- 


petite;, and should be fed twice a month 
with a one-half-strength solution of 
fertilizer. Use any food designed spec- 
ifically for house plants and follow the 
manufacturer's directions carefully. 
Avoid using a food which has a very 
high nitrogen analysis. This can result 
in lush foliage and no flowers. Plants 
require less food between late fall and 
early spring. 


Now that you know the basics, here 


are some blooming plants that are of 
easy culture and which bloom pro- 
fusely. 


CROWN OF THORNS. EUPHORBIA 


SPLENOENS. bears clusters of or- 
ange, salmon, pink or yellow flower?. 
It blooms intermittently vear-round 
and is especially free blooming in par- 
tial sunlight. The plant has thorny 
branches and light green leaves and 
tolerates hot, dry air.

houseplants, tolerate dry air and in- 
direct light. It is best to purchase a 
mature plant which is in bloom. This 
plant has magnificent [lower spikes 
up to 18" long which may be pink, red 
or orange. The cup-like vase, formed 
by the leaves, should be kept full o[ 
water. 


Spathiphylltim, an attractive foliage 


plant, has lance-shaped leaves and 
• white flowers which look like calla lil- 
lies. S. Manna Loa produces flowers 
intermittently year around. S. Cleve- 
land! blooms in summer and fall. Spa- 
thiphyllums will produce flowers in 
low tight situations. 


Strcptocarpiih. a relative of the Afri- 


can violet, produces two to three inch 
trumpet-shaped flowers. They come in 
wine, white and blue. This plant 


blooms and rests in two-month cycles. 


Oxalis is a small clover-like plant 


which bears tiny flowers of lilac-pink 
or rosy-red. It blooms generously. 
Flowers literally cover the plant from 
fall until spring. 


Amaryllis unfolds its large showy 


flowers four to six weeks after the 
bulb is planted. It is now available in 
pink, orange, red and white. Bulbs 
are available for purchase and plant- 
ing in fall. 


C y c l a m e n are beautiful plants 


which are often received as gifts. The 
new varieties have fancier foliage and 
frilled or ruffled flowers. They come 
in shades of pink, white, purple and 
red. Cyclamen will bloom for months 
if kept evenly moist and in a cool, 
bright location. 


GERANIUMS ARE often overlooked 


a s 
winter-blooming plants. 
They 


bloom abundantly in a window where 
they receive four to six hours of direct 
sun. Miniatures, dwarfs and scented 
geraniums perform nicely indoors. 
They bloom much more freely if they 
are kept pot-bound. 


Impatiens are charming, whether 


they are used as bedding plants out- 
doors or as blooming plants indoors. 
As pot plants, they should be grown in 
a sunny window and pinched to induce 
branching. The latest hybrids have 
variegated leaves and semi-double 
flowers. 


African violets are probably the 


most popular flowering house plants 
of all. Today's hybrids bloom much 
more freely than those of the past. 
Hybridizers have also done much to 
increase the color selection. We now 
have white, pink, blue, purple, red 
and bi-colors from which to choose. 
Many people shy away from violets 
because they have had 
difficulty 


blooming them. The secret is to feed 
them weekly with a dilute solution of 
African violet plant food. 


Calceolaria and Cineraria are lovely 


blooming plants. They will bloom for 
weeks in a room that is cool and 
bright. The soil should be kept evenly 
moist, but not too wet. Both of these 
plants are annuals. After they have 
finished blooming, their life cycle is 
complete and they should be dis- 
carded.

Plants dug bare root after leafing out 
do not transplant well, When you buy 
plant-; bare root, ball and burlapped 
or in containers, check for freshness. 
Buds and twigs should not be dry or 
shriveled; evergreens should have 


color and free of insects or dis- 


Begin removing winter protection 


from perennials, but be ready to re- 
place it during unusually cold or dry 
windy weather. Leaving the plants 
covered during warm weather will 
c.nise soft growth and may result in 
disease problems. 


As broadleaf weeds begin to grow, 


control them with 2. 4-D type weed 
killers Apply weed killers carefully to 
avoid injury to desirable flowers and 
shrubs. Crabgrass germinates about 
the end of May so hold off on pre- 
emergent crabgrass controls until 
May.

Plant beautiful roses 


There are no secrets to growing 


beautiful roses. Any gardener can do 
it by following a few simple rules says 
James A. Fizzell, University of Illi- 
nois Horticulturist in Cook County. 


Site selection comes first. Roses 


need at least six hours of sunshine 
each day. Failures usually result if 
gardeners pick a site that pleases 
them rather than the roses. So, avoid 
shady areas. 


Any good garden soil will produce 


roses. Heavy soils and sandy soils can 
both be improved by adding organic 
matter such as peat moss, leafmold, 
or composted animal manure. Spade 
three to six inches of the organic mat- 
ter into the top six to eight inches of 
soil, 


Drainage is important. Roses need 


a soil that is well 
drained or the 


plants will have difficulty surviving 
the winters. It may be necessary to 
build raised beds to provide adequate 
drainage in some areas. 


Select plants with thick canes which 


show no signs of shriveling, and 
choose 'Only varieties recommended 
for this area. Dig the hole deep 
enough so the bud union is just above 
the soil level when planting is com-, 
pleted says Fizzell. 


Cut back the canes on established 


plants to 10 to 15 inches, and remove 
the deadwood. Remove all 
debris 


from in' and around the rose bed to 
help reduce disease and insect prob- 
lems. After cleaning the bed, apply 
two inches of clean mulch over the 
entire area. 


Fizzell suggests fertilizing roses at 


least monthly until mid-August. Use a 
complete fertilizer such as 10-10-10 or 
12-12-12 at the rate of one pound per 
application per 100 square feet of bed. 


Keep diseases and insects down by 


following a preventative spray pro- 
gram, with recommended chemicals 
such as malathion for sucking insects; 
sevin for chewing insects: and captan, 
ferban, folpet or benlate for diseases.

Don't let them 6bug9 you 


by BILL MEACHEM 


During the spring and summer 


months we are continuously fighting 
the battle of insects out in the garden. 
Once the cooler weather comes along 
we think our troubles are over — but 
are they? 


Did you ever wonder what happens 


to insects during the winter? Some of 
them go into a dormant stage and 
winter over as adults. Others will go 
through the winter in one of the lesser 
stages of their life cycle in the ground 
to emerge as adults when warm 
weather arrives next spring. Still oth- 
ers will lay their eggs in dead 
branches or on the bark of trees and 
shrubs, to hatch in the spring. 


Then there are the insects that take 


a winter vacation. They go where it is 
warm, and the nearest place they can 
find is your house. That's right, there 
are invading insects that come in- 
doors when the weather cools in late 
summer or early fall. 


SOME OF THESE are known as 


"nuisance" pests such as the ant or 
cricket. There are some we could call 
"biters" — the ticks and fleas that 
bite our animals, and the chigger that 
bites us, are in this group. 


There are some real unsightly ones 


that invade houses, too. One in -par- 
ticular is the earwig. This pest is 
about an inch long and looks as if it 
has a giant pair of pinchers to its 
rear. This pest feeds on plants during 
the night and hides by day. Inside the 
house one of its favorite hiding places 
is among linens. It causes no damage 
inside the house, but it certainly can 
be 
frightening 
when encountered 


among the guest towels. 


Another horrible looking invading 


pest is the milliped. This one, with 
many legs, you may see crawling 
around your house plants because it 
likes damp, dark places — the same 
conditions that the gray sowbug likes.

This pest we find under rocks and de- 
bris outdoors during the summer. 
Look for them in damp, dark places 
such as under sinks or in baths. 


There are several plant pests that 


also like to invade homes. Among 
them are the clover mite and the 
boxelder bug. These could come in- 
side in droves. 


INVASION DEPENDS a lot on the 


weather conditions that prevail both 
during the summer and early fall. It's 
hard to predict in what numbers — or 
even if — they will invade the house. 
To prevent any invasion, you should 
check to see that all screens are in- 
tact and without holes.'It may be felt 
that a hole in the screen can wait un- 
til next spring. But don't-delay the re- 
pair if there is a chance for insect 
invasion of the house. Another thing 
to check is for any cracks in the walls 
or large gaps around windows and 
doors. 


.As a final precaution^ you xean 
create a barrier against any that 
crawl in — and most 6f them do — 
around doors and windows. Do this by 
spraying the area near doors and win- 
dows with Raid Ant and Roach spray. 
This means the walk as well as the 
sills. When the insect tries to crawl in 
over your barrier, it will be con- 
trolled. 


The same material can be used in- 


side .the house to get any that may 
have escaped your barrier. Look for 
these pests in dark, damp areas. Un- 
der sinks is a popular hiding place. 


For the most part, the household in- 


vading pests are more of a nuisance 
than actually harmful. But since they 
can be checked or barred from the 
house we should take this precaution. 


Incidentally, I usually spray around 


the patio, including table legs, with 
Ant and Roach before we have a bar- 
becue. I admit, at. a barbecue the 
bugs "bug" me. 


Check moiver capabilities 


Now that spring is here, can lawn 


mowing season be far behind?. 


Don't be unprepared for the rising 


blades. It's a' good1 time to drag out 
the lawn mower and determine its 
long-range performance capabilities. 


Should you decide that it is time to

When patrol members see a crime 


or accident, they will report on their 
radios to a base station coordinator 
who will phone the police. 


THE CRIME patrol was formed one 


month ago by a group of CB radio 
operators. 


Thirty-three of the group's 50 mem- 


bers attended a three-hour training 
session last week conducted by the 
Des Plaines Police Dept. 


The group has the approval of the 


city council. 


Only those members who partici- 


pated in the training program will be 
allowed to drive cars on patrol. Other 
members only may ride along, Dini 
said. 


Patrol members are not allowed to 


act as police officers. They are not 
permitted to question anyone or to get 
out of their cars to investigate acci-

penalties.

Air tragedy 
hits family in 
Schaumburg 


Charlges H. Ziebell first heard the news of the air disaster in the 


Canary Islands on television. 


"At first when I heard it, it rang a bell," he said. Then he had 


"a premonition" that his father and stepmother were aboard the 
Pan American jumbo jet struck by a Dutch KLM plane on the 
runway at Santa Cruz de Tenerife. 


There still has been no positive identification since many of the 


victims were burned beyond recognition, but Ziebell, 1925 Weath- 
ersfield Way, Schaumburg, said he is positive the couple was 
among the 577 who perished in the crash. 


"ALL THE SURVIVORS have been accounted for, and they 


were not among them," the 41-year-old Ziebell said. He said it 
could take another two or three weeks before a positive identi- 
fication is made and the bodies flown back to this country. 


Ziebell said when he first heard the news, he briefly hoped that 


his father, Charles A. Ziebell, and stepmother, E. Fern Ziebell, 
had not been on board the plane. He said, however, he quickly 
realized such hopes were pointless. 


"I was very sure they definitely boarded the plane,*' he said, 


noting his father would have telephoned if he were alive. 


The elder Ziebell lived in Chicago for 67 years before moving to 


Laguna Beach, Calif, three years ago. The couple was flying to 
depart on a four-week Mediterranean cruise when the crash oc- 
curred. 


ZIEBELL, A DISABELED veteran with multiple sclerosis, said 


he first was contacted by an American officials Sunday night. He 
said, however, that it was not until Monday that he learned his 
father and stepmother were not among the survivors. 


"I said to myself perhaps it is for the best that the'y perished if 


they were going to be totally disfigured or severely injured," he

PALM BEACH, Pla. (UPI) - The' 


click, click, of footsteps across a 
floor; the sound of a door opening and 
closing. Then, "blam!" — the appar- 
ent blast of a shotgun. 


A television taping machine had ac- 


cidentally recorded the sounds of the 
suicide of George de Mohrenschildt, a 
Russian-born professor whose testi- 
mony had been sought by a congres- 
sional committee investigating the as- 
sassination of President Kennedy. 


The tape, sheriff's officers 
said 


Thursday, disclosed that the 65-year- 
old de Mohrenschildt killed himself 
at precisely 15 seconds after 2:21 p.m. 
Tuesday in a second-floor room of the 
Charles Tilton III waterfront mansion 
at Manalapan, seven miles south of 
Palm Beach. 


THE SOUNDS OF the suicide were 


recorded, investigators said, because 
Mrs, Tilton,'de Mohrenschildt's sister- 
in-law, asked her maid to turn on the 
machine to record a television pro- 
gram while she was away. The exact 
time of death was established by ma- 
tching the time of the shotgun blast 
to a television program that was run- 
ning in the background. 


It was the latest twise in the bizarre 


case. 


A detective said the recording was 


made on an ordinary audio recorder 


being used to tape the audio portion o£ 
"The Doctors" program from the tele- 
vision speaker. 


THE DEATH OF de Mohrenschildt, 


international businessman, language 
teacher and onetime crony of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, came shortly after he 
learned that an investigator for the 
House Assassination Committee was 
seeking him to testify further about 
his connections with Oswald, Kenne- 
dy's assassin. 


MOHRENSCHILDT had testified at 


length before the Warren Commission 
in 1964, but House committee in- 
vestigators believed he had not told 
all he knew about Oswald. 


Newly published minutes of the as- 


sassination committee disclosed de 
Mohrenschildt told investigators he 
"was responsible for" Oswald's activ- 
ities. 


Sources in Dallas, where de Moh- 


renschildt was employed as a French 
language instructor at Bishop College, 
indicated he was a troubled man. He 
attempted suicide at least once before 
and, as a result, committed himself to 
Dallas' Parkland General Hospital for 
psychiatric treatment between Nov. 9 
and Dec. 30,1976. 


Dr. Gambino Cuevas, Palm Beach 


County medical examiner, issued an 
official ruling of suicide late Wednes- 
day following an autopsy.

trom Now York City. Detroit and Chi- 
cago. In addition there are thousands 
of unaffiliated smugglers in the trade. 


• Cosu Nostra family boss Joe Bo- 


nsinno Si'., whose crime family set up 
the original French Connection routes 
into the eastern United States has 
been observed recently meeting in 
Mexico with leading suppliers of her- 
oin using the Arizona corridor. The 
Bonanno family is expanding Us oper- 
ations throughout the Southwest and 
West Coast. 


• Law enforcement authorities esti- 


mate that as many as 800 pilots, 550 
of these in the Phoenix area alone, 
make a fulltime living flying drugs 
from Mexico into Arizona. They say 
that the volume of mircoticis coming 
into Arizona by truck, car and pedes- 
tiian smuggler is so great it is no 
longer possible to estimate.

There ire seven candidates running 


for three 3-year terms on the Harper 
College Board of Trustees in the April 
9 election. 


the candidates: Incumbents Robert 


Rausch, Robert Kelly and Judith 
Troehler and newcomers Joan Kluss- 


man, Jan Bone, Dean Anderson and 
David Tomchek. 


The Issues: The Harper board is 


presently making plans to build a sec- 
ond campus on Schoenbeck and Pala- 
tine roads in Wheeling Township. At 
issue is whether the board should be 


making these plans. Although part- 
time student enrollment rose this 
year, the number of full-time students 
dropped slightly. 


The administration has recently 


projected a budget deficit for the next 


few years, and the board has voted to 
increase tuition by $1 per credit hour. 
The board has also ordered the col- 
lege's master plan for the future be 
updated and has discussed the possi- 
bility of holding a tax referendum to 
increase funds. 


Harper President 
Robert Lahti 


came under criticism last summer for 
using college security vehicles for 
personal activities and first-class air 
fare, against college policy The board 
has been criticized for its handling of 
those matters and for not being inde- 


pendent enough of the administration. 


The Harper faculty unionized last 


year, affiliating with the American 
Federation 
of Teachers, after a 


drawn-out contract negotiations peri- 
od that strained board-faculty rela- 
tionship.

Rausch said that "after three years of 
battle scars I've learned something — 
that I can contribute to Harper." 


Rausch said the college, now in its 


10th year of operation, "is at a real 
crossroads," and that the most cru- 
cial area the board faces now is long- 
range planning. 


"It's the essential Ingredient," he 


said. "We've got to plan in one way or 
another to meet the kind of growth 
this district will experience in the 
next 10 to 20 years. This probably will 
take the form of a second campus." 


• Second campus. "The decentra- 


lized approach is more meaningful 
than to pile on everything at one 
campus," Rausch said. 


It is important that a new campus 


be called a "second college," he said, 
to remove the "poor cousin" stigma. 


"I don't favor development of the

He said a referendum doesn't look

Rausch fa- 
vors annual tuition increases of $1 per 
credit hour, rather than the increases 
every other year, which has been the 
practice. He said he wouldn't want to 
ask voters for a tax increase if Har- 
per students .weren't being charged 
"the full rate."

William Kelly, a member of the 


Harper board for 4% years, said he 
believes Harper has to look into the. 
future with more accuracy. 


Harper's master plans for the fu- 


ture have been underestimating the 
college's growth, he said, and he 
wants to make sure the new master 
plan is done so the college is "not 
fooled by temporary trends." 


• Second campus. Kelly said he has 


reservations about plans for field- 
house at Harper, saying $3 million is 
enough to spend for it rather than the 
$7 million proposed figure. 


The board, he says, should place 


"phase one" of the expansion to a sec- 
ond campus as a higher priority than 
the fieldhouse. Phase one would cost 
about $3 million, he says.

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"The strongest asset I have is the

One-term incumbent Judith Troeh- 


ler said she would like to see some 
things through to completion at Har- 
per College in the next three years.

• Faculty relations. The Harper 


faculty's joining the American Feder- 
ation of Teachers is a "byproduct of a 
number of years of discontent," An- 
derson eaipl.

of the Illinois Education Assn. state- 
wide teachers' union, said the Harper 
faculty voted by a 2-1 margin last 
year to align with the Illinois Feder- 
ation of Teachers, a different union.

Wheeling officials have misspent 


funds during the past two years be- 
cause several areas of the govern- 
ment "were not watched by the 
people."

The commission had made an 
informal agreement to sell all tickets 
to the performance. 


"That project was controlled by a 


portion of our government. With a $4 t 
million corporation, $7,000 may not 
seem too much, but it is a public cor- 
poration. It belongs to the people," he 
said. 


Ilein said there were "some in- 


stances in the past, where special in- 
terest groups took control oE the vil- 
lage." 


"Wheeling is still not rid of special 


interest groups. All they've done is 
changed faces," he said. 


Hein did not say who the special in- 


terest groups were. 


ROSS SAID WCP also will seek to

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Public of- 


ficials who feared a dramatic in- 
crease in marijuana smoking as state 
laws dropped criminal penalties for 
Its use now generally say their fears 
were groundless, a National Cover- 
n o r s' Conference study reported 
Thursday. 


The study found states could save 


money on law enforcement and court 
proceedings by reducing penalties for 
private possession of small amounts 
of marijuana, and health care costs' 
can be cut by deemphasizing criminal 
penalties. 


Greatest savings are available to 


states that issue citations, as with

Charlges H. Ziebell first heard the news of the air disaster in the 


Canary Islands on television. 


"At first when I heard it, it rang a bell," he said.-Then he had 


"a premonition" that his father and stepmother were aboard the 
Pan American jumbo jet struck by a Dutch KLM plane on the 
runway at Santa Cruz de Tenerife. 


There still has been no positive identification since many of the 


victims were burned beyond recognition, but Ziebell, 1925 Weath- 
ersfield Way, Schaumburg, said he is positive the couple was 
among the 577 who perished in the crash 


"ALL THE SURVIVORS have been accounted for, and they 


were not among them," the 41-year-old Ziebell said. He said it 
could take another two or three weeks before a positive identi- 
fication is made and the bodies flown back to this country. 


Ziebell said when he first heard the news, he briefly hoped that 


his father, Charles A. Ziebell, and stepmother, E. Fern Ziebell, 


\ had not been on board the plane. He said, however, he quickly 


realized such hopes were pointless. 


•'I was very sure they definitely boarded the plane," he said, 


noting his father would have telephoned if he were alive. 


The elder Ziebell lived in Cliicago for 67 years before moving to 


Laguna Beach, Calif, three years ago. The couple was flying to 
depart on a four-week Mediterranean cruise when the crash oc- 
curred. 


ZIEBELL. A DISABELED veteran with multiple sclerosis, said 


he first was contacted by an American officials Sunday night. He 
said, however, that it was not until Monday that he learned his 
father and stepmother were not among the survivors. 


"I saicl to myself perhaps it is for the best that they perished if 


they were going to be totally disfigured or severely injured," he

JFK witness' 
suicide taped 
on TV machine 


PALM BEACH, Fla. (UPI) — The 


click, click, of footsteps across a 
floor; the sound of a door opening and 
closing. Then, "blam!" — the appar- 
ent blast of a shotgun. 


A television taping machine had ac- 


cidentally recorded the sounds of the 
suicide ot George de Mohrenschildt, a 
Russian-born professor whose testi- 
mony had been sought by a congres- 
sional committee investigating the as- 
sassination of President Kennedy. 


The tape, sheriff's officers said 


Thursday, disclosed that the 65-year- 
old de Mohrenschildt killed himself 
at precisely 15 seconds after 2:21 p.m. 
Tuesday in a second-floor room of the 
Charles Tilton III waterfront mansion 
at Manalapan, seven miles south of 
Palm Beach. 


THE SOUNDS OF the suicide were 


recorded, investigators said, because 
Mrs. Tilton, de Mohrenschildt's sister- 
in-law, asked her maid to turn on the 
machine 'to record a television pro- 
gram while she was away. The exact 
time of death'was established by ma- 
tching'the time of the shotgun blast 
to a television program that was run- 
ning in the background. 


It was the latest twise in the bizarre 


case. 


A detective said the recording was 


made on an ordinary audio recorder 


being used to tape the audio portion of 
"The Doctors" program from the tele- 
vision speaker. 


THE DEATH OF de Mohrenschildt, 


international businessman, language 
teacher and onetime crony of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, came shortly after he 
learned that an investigator for the 
House Assassination Committee was 
seeking him to testify further about 
his connections with Oswald, Kenne- 
dy's assassin. 


MOHRENSCHILDT had testified at 


length before the Warren Commission 
in 1964, but House committee in- 
vestigators believed he had not told 
all he knew about Oswald. 


Newly published minutes of the as- 


sassination committee disclosed de 
Mohrenschildt told investigators he 
"was responsible for" Oswald's activ- 
ities. 


Sources in Dallas, where de Moh- 


renschildt was employed as a French 
language instructor at Bishop College, 
indicated hr was a troubled man. He 
attempted suicide at least once before 
and, as a result, committed himself to 
Dallas' Parkland General Hospital for 
psychiatric treatment between Nov. 9 
and Dec. 30,1976. 


Dr. Gambino Cuevas, Palm Beach 


County medical examiner, issued an 
official ruling of suicide late Wednes- 
day following an autopsy.

D. C. authorities allowed Khaalis 
to go free on personal recogniz- 
ance in return for the release of 
134 hostages he and his men held 
at point of gun and machete in 
three Washington buildings. One 
bystander was shot to death and 
eight hostages were wounded dur- 
ing the siege. 


MOST OF KHAALIS' 11 accom- 


plices had been jailed immediate- 
ly on kidnaping charges. 


The key to Thursday's unex- 


pected decision seemed to be the 
transcript of a wiretap authorities 
placed on Khaalis' phone, presum- 
ably at the Hanafis' fortified 
Washington headquarters 
where 


he had been living hi seclusion. 


U. S. Atty. Earl Silbert quoted 


Khaalis as telling his son-in-law, 
Abdul Azziz, over the tapped tele- 
phone Tuesday: "I'll kill all 200 
people today. I'll let some people 
go." 


Green said that threat alone 


might not have been enough to re- 
voke Khaalis personal recogniz- 
ance bond. 


"But these threats do not stand 


alone," he said. "I cannot regard 
them as simply idle words." 


The transcript did not indicate 


whom Khaalis was threatening, 
but it showed that, in a second 
conversation the same day, he 
told another caller "they are go- 
ing to pay for it.

Panel asks hospital plan review 


A federal health-care agency is at- 


tempting to require state review of 
plans for the Community Hospital of 
Hoffman Estates in what area offi- 
cials say is an effort to scrap the 
long-delayed project. 


A resolution that would have forced 


the review process was introduced but 
tabled this week at a meeting of the 
S u b u r b a n Cook-DuPage Counties 
Health Systems Agencies Board. 


The HSA, a federal agency com- 


posed of 68 members from the two 
counties, is empowered to undertake 
all health planning for the region. 


A SCHAUMBURG Township board 


member, Vernon Laubenstein, criti- 
cized the resolution's proponent, Ed- 
ward Starr of Oak Park, for the man- 
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ner in which the measure was in- 
troduced. 


The matter had not been discussed 


previously, Laubenstein said, and nei- 
ther he nor HSA members Robert 
Grossman of Schaumburg and Vir- 
ginia Hayter of Hoffman Estates were 
notified it was on the agenda. 


"This was going to be shot through 


the state in an immediate attempt to 
shoot something out of the water," 
Laubensein said. 


Roger Rainville, of the public rela- 


tions firm retained by American 
Medicorp hospital, which is planning 
the hospital, called the resolution a 
"devious or desperate" attempt to de- 
rail the planned 312-bed facility. 


The HSA board has some "self- 


serving'1 members who are officials 
of other area hospitals, Rainville said, 


adding the resolution appears to be an 
"unpublic manuever." 


AMERICAN MEDICORP officials 


conferred Thursday with their attor- 
neys at the firm's Philadelphia, Pa., 
headquarters to determine the com- 
pany's options should state review be 
required, he said. 


"We don't know that it (HSA) has 


any enforcement powers or any legal- 
ity," Rainville said. 


Starr said the resolution was in- 


troduced quickly because he recently 
had been told American Medicorp is 
planning to go ahead soon with con- 
struction of the hospital near Barring- 
ton and Higgins roads. 


The hospital is one of five in the 


state that apparently is not required 
to receive certificates of need from 


the state because the final plans for 
the work had been completed before 
Oct. 1, 1974, when the certificates first 
became mandatory. 


CONSTRUCTION OF the hospital 


was scheduled to begin almost three 
years ago, but was delayed because of 
financing problems. Starr said that 
delay may have altered the "grand- 
father" status of the project. 


"With the passage of almost 2V2 


years and nothing has been done, it's 
incumbent upon us to take another' 
look at the project," Starr said. 


Laubenstein and Grossman said 


they do not oppose a review of the 
project, but said if it is done, it should 
be made on the "grass roots" level by 
the HSA's north Cook County council, 
which is made up of area residents.

of marijuana, and health care costs 
can be cut by deemphasizing criminal 
penalties.

Air tragedy 
hits family in 
Schaumburg 


Charlges H. Ziebell first heard the news of the air disaster in the 


Canary Islands on television. 


"At first when I heard it, it rang a bell," he said. Then he had 


"a premonition" that his father and stepmother were aboard the 
Pan American jumbo jet struck by a Dutch KLM plane on the 
runway at Santa Cruz de Tenerife. 


There still has been no positive identification since many of the 


victims were burned beyond recognition, but Ziebell, 1925 Weath- 
ersfield Way, Schaumburg, said lie is positive the couple was 
among the 577 who perished in the crc.sh. 


"ALL THE SURVIVORS have been accounted for, and they 


were not among them," the 41-year-old Ziebell said. He said it 
could take another two or three weeks before a positive identi- 
fication is made and the bodies flown back to this country. 


Ziebell said when he first heard the news, he briefly hoped that 


his father, Charles A. Ziebell, and stepmother, E. Fern Ziebell, 
had not been on board the plane. He said, however, he quickly 
realized such hopes were pointless. 


"I was very sure they definitely boarded the plane,'' he said, 


noting his father would have telephoned if he were alive. 


The elder Ziebell lived in Chicago for 67 years before moving to 


Laguna- Beach, Calif, three years ago. The couple was flying to 
depart on a four-week Mediterranean cruise when the crash oc- 
curred. 


ZIEBELL, A DISABELED veteran with multiple sclerosis, said 


he first was contacted by an American officials Sunday night. He 
said, however, that it was not until Monday that he learned his 
father and stepmother were not among the survivors. 


"I said to myself perhaps it is for the best that they perished if 


they were going to be totally disfigured or severely injured," he

JFK witness' 
suicide taped 
on TV machine 


PALM BEACH, Pla. (UPI) - The 


click, click, of footsteps across a 
floor; the sound of a door opening and 
closing. Then, "blam!" — the appar- 
ent blast ot a shotgun. 


A television taping machine had ac- 


cidentally recorded the sounds of the 
suicide of George de Mohrenschildt, a 
Russian-born professor whose testi- 
mony had been sought by a congres- 
sional committee investigating the as- 
sassination of President Kennedy. 


The tape, sheriff's officers said 


Thursday, disclosed that the 65-year- 
old de Mohrenschildt killed himself 
at precisely 15 seconds after 2:21 p.m. 
Tuesday in a second-floor room of the 
Charles Tilton III waterfront mansion 
at Manalapan, seven miles south of 
Palm Beach. 


THE SOUNDS OF the suicide were 


recorded, investigators said, because 
Mrs. Tilton, de Mohrenschildt's sister- 
in-law, asked her maid to turn on the 
machine to record a television pro- 
gram while she was away. The exact 
time of death was established by ma- 
tching the time of the shotgun blast 
to a television program that was run- 
ning in the background. 


It was the latest twise in the bizarre 


case. 


A detective said the recording was 


made on an ordinary audio recorder 


being used to tape the audio portion of 
"The Doctors" program from the tele- 
vision speaker. 


THE DEATH OF de Mohrenschildt, 


international businessman, language 
teacher and onetime crony of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, came shortly after he 
learned that an investigator for the 
House Assassination Committee was 
seeking him to testify further about 
his connections with Oswald, Kenne- 
dy's assassin. 


MOHRENSCHILDT had testified at 


length before the Wan-en Commission 
in 1964, but House committee 
in- 


vestigators believed he had not told 
all he knew about Oswald. 


Newly published minutes of the as- 


sassination committee disclosed de 
Mohrenschildt told investigators he 
"was responsible for" Oswald's activ- 
ities. 


Sources in Dallas, where de Moh- 


renschildt was employed as a French 
language instructor at Bishop College, 
indicated he was a troubled man. He 
attempted suicide at least once before 
and, as a result, committed himself to 
Dallas' Parkland General Hospital for 
psychiatric treatment between Nov. 9 
and Dec. 30,1976.

District of 
Columbia Superior Court Judge 
Harold Green ordered him jailed 
without bond pending grand jury 
action. 


In a move that provoked a 


storm of controversy nationwide, 
D. C. authorities allowed Khaalis 
to go free on personal recogniz- 
ance in return for the release of 
134 hostages he and his men held 
at point of gun and machete in 
three Washington buildings. One 
bystander was shot to death and 
eight hostages were wounded dur- 
ing the siege. 


MOST OF KHAALIS' 11 accom- 


plices had been jailed immediate- 
ly on kidnaping charges. 


The key to Thursday's unex- 


pected decision seemed to be the 
transcript of a wiretap authorities 
placed on Khaalis' phone, presum- 
ably at the Hanafis' fortified 
Washington headquarters 
where 


he had been living in seclusion.

Monday she first received an applicat- 
ion form for the absentee ballot and al 
though she mailed it back the next 
day, she doubts the ballot will arrive 
in time for her son to have it back to 
the county office by April 8, the dead- 
line for absentee voting. 


"It seems to me they're giving us 


the runaround and I bet we don't get 
the proxy (ballot) in time for him to 
vote," Mrs. Negri said. "With a young 
kid just getting around to vote it could 
leave a bad taste in his mouth about 
elections." 


HER NEIGHBORS, Mr. and Mrs. 


Robert Koop, mailed for absentee bal- 
lots long before she did, but never got 
them before they left town Sunday, 
she said. 


"The proxy will be there when they 


get back, but the election will be 
over," Mrs. Negri said. 


Janet Schmutzer, a member of the 


committee of 10 Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 residents who filed the peti- 
tion seeking formation of the unit dis- 
trict, said she has received 15 to 20 
calls since Wednesday from residents 
who are leaving town today and have 
not received their absentee ballots. 


"It's upsetting that these people 


won't be able to vote through no fault 
of their own," she said. "It's their 
(Martwick's office) responsibility to 
make provisions so everyone can 
vote." 


Frank Sullivan, assistant to Mart- 


wick, said by law the county office was 
not obligated to have the printed bal- 
lots available until Wednesday, the 
day they received them. 


SOME 140 ABSENTEE ballots, all 


that have been fully processed to 
date, were mailed Thursday, he said. 
Five people have come to the county 
office at 33 W. Grand, Chicago, to 
vote in person, he said.

"We certainly want to do everything 


we can to guarantee everyone's right 
to vote," Sullivan said, noting his of- 
fice has been checking with the senate 
elections board all along to see they 
were operating by the letter of the 
law.

James Truschke Thursday charged 


the Republicans mailed out a town- 
ship newsletter a week before the 
April 5 election, the first such letter 
mailed to "voters who have resided in 
Elk Grove Township for years and 
who have never received such reports 
before." 


Supervisor Richard Hall denied the 


charges, saying the newsletter was 
one of the township's quarterly letters 
distributed regularly. 


HALL SAID about 20,000 copies of 


the newsletter were mailed, adding 
the circulation was increased between 
25 and 30 per cent over the last mail- 
ing in December. 


The newsletter cost about $1,000 to 


print, Hall said. It was mailed at bulk 
rates at a cost of $1,500. 


"Every quarter we've increased 


coverage," Hall said. "We've planned 
this from the beginning and have sub- 
stantially increased coverage over the 
last four years." 


He said one issue the Democrats 


have used in the campaign is the lack 
of communication between township 
officials and residents. 


THE NEWSLETTER was scheduled 


to be mailed March 14, but a prob- 
lem with the printer delayed it until 
March 21, Hall said. 


It previously has been distributed 


door-to-door by volunteers, Township 
Clerk Sharon Sharp said. "But we 
thought if we had volunteers on the 
street, it would look, political," she 
said. 


Hall said the mailing was the first 


step in a new system in which a semi- 
annual newsletter will be mailed to all 
township residents. 


The newsletter does not contain a 


plea for votes, but its front page story 
quotes Hall as saying, "We at Elk 
Grove Township, the elected officials 
and our staff, are proud of the town- 
ship's achievements and believe we 
have met our obligations and fulfilled 
the trust of the people ..." 


EXCEPT FOR a list of the in- 


cumbents in the newsletter's mas- 
thead, the newsletter does not name 
the Republican candidates. 


But Truschke called it unethical and

victims were burned beyond recognition, but Ziebell, 1925 Weath- 
ersfield Way, Schaumburg, said he is positive the couple was 
among the 577 who perished in the crash. 


"ALL THE SURVIVORS -have been accounted for, and they 


were not among them," the 41-year-old Ziebell said. He said it 
could take another two or three weeks before a positive identi- 
fication is made and the bodies flown back to this country.

Ziebell said when he first heard the news, he briefly hoped that 


his father, Charles A, Ziebell, and stepmother, E. Fern Ziebell, 
had not been on board the plane. He said, however,' he quickly 
realized such hopes were pointless. 


"I was very sure they definitely boarded the plane," he said, 


noting his father would have telephoned if he were alive. 


The .elder Ziebell lived in Chicago for 67 years before moving to 


Laguna Beach, Calif, three years ago. The couple was flying to 
depart on a four-week Mediterranean cruise when the crash oc- 
curred. 


ZIEBELL, A DISABELED veteran with multiple sclerosis, said 


he first was contacted by an American officials Sunday night. He 
said, however, that it was not until Monday that he learned his 
father and stepmother were not among the survivors). 


"I said to myself perhaps it is for the best that they perished if

JFK witness' 
suicide taped 
on TV machine 


PALM BEACH, Fla. (UPI) — The 


click, click, of footsteps across a 
floor; the sound of a door opening and 
closing. Then, "blam!" — the appar- 
ent blast of a shotgun. 


A television taping machine had ac- 


cidentally recorded the sounds of the 
suicide of George de Mohrenschildt, a 
Russian-born professor whose testi- 
mony had been sought by a congres- 
sional committee investigating the as- 
sassination of President Kennedy. 


The tape, sheriff's officers 
said 


Thursday, disclosed that the 65-year- 
old de Mohrenschildt killed himself 
at precisely 15 seconds after 2:21 p.m. 
Tuesday in a second-floor room of the 
Charles Tilton III waterfront mansion 
at Manalapan, seven miles south of 
Palm Beach. 


THE SOUNDS OF the suicide were 


recorded, investigators said, because 
Mrs. Tilton, de Mohrenschildt's sister- 
in-law, asked her maid to turn on the 
machine to record a television pro- 
gram while she was away. The exact 
time of death was established by ma- 
tching the time of the shotgun blast 
to a television program that was run- 
ning in the background. 


It was the latest twise in the bizarre 


case. 


A detective said the recording was 


made on an ordinary audio recorder 


being used to tape the audio portion of 
"The Doctors" program from the tele- 
vision speaker. 


THE DEATH OF de Mohrenschildt, 


international businessman, language 
teacher' and onetime crony of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, came shortly after he 
learned that an investigator for the 
House Assassination Committee was 
seeking him to testify further about 
his connections with Oswald, Kenne- 
dy's assassin. 


MOHRENSCHILDT had testified at 


length before the Warren Commission 
in 1964, but House committee in- 
vestigators believed he had not told 
all he knew about Oswald. 


Newly published minutes of the as- 


sassination committee disclosed de 
Mohrenschildt told investigators he 
"was responsible for" Oswald's activ- 
ities.

Sources in Dallas, where de Moh- 


renschildt was employed as a French 
language instructor at Bishop College, 
indicated he was a troubled man. He 
attempted suicide at least once before 
and, as a result, committed himself to 
Dallas' Parkland General Hospital for 
psychiatric treatment between Nov. 9 
and Dec. 30,1976.

by federal prosecutors

Khaalis as saying he meant to kill 
some 200 unidentified enemies. 


Officers grabbed Khaalis at 


what he thought would be a rou- 
tine preliminary hearing on kid- 
nap charges related to the Ha- 
nafis' March 9-11 siege. District of 
Columbia Superior Court Judge 
Harold Green ordered him jailed 
without bond pending grand jury 
action. 


In a move that provoked a 


storm of controversy nationwide, 
D. C. authorities allowed Khaalis 
to go free on personal recogniz- 
ance in return for the release of 
134 hostages he and his men held 
at point of gun and machete in 
three Washington buildings. One 
bystander was shot to death and 
eight hostages were wounded dur- 
ing the siege. 


MOST OF KHAALIS' 11 accom- 


plices had been jailed immediate- 
ly on kidnaping charges.

59 Board of Education differed 
widely on the financial condition of 
the district during a recent candi- 
dates' night. 


Incumbent Gerald Smiley, of 1156 


Cheltenham Rd., Elk Grove Village, 
told an -audience of 100 residents 
Wednesday that Dist. 59 is in a "rela- 
tively good" financial condition. 


But Harold Harvey, 200 Marshall, 


Des Plaines, disagreed, saying "fi- 
nancial and educational bankruptcy 
are inevitable" unless district finan- 
cial position changes soon. 


"WE WERE BORROWED to the 


hilt when I first got on the board in 
1972," Smiley said. "This year we will 


be borrowing only $1 million in tax 
anticipation warrants, all in the build- 
ing fund, and by next year we're proj- 
ecting there'll be no borrowing." 


Even so, the district is spending 


more than it receives as income and 
is depleting its reserves, he said. The 
board must get its "house in order" 
by setting limits and budget guide- 
lines and having the discipline to live 
v/ithin these, he said. 


Smiley suggested the board serious- 


ly examine the number of administra- 
tors in the district and their salaries 
as well as class size and the number 
of teachers. 


"We have $1.5 million in teachers 


orders, $4.6 million in working cash 
bonds and $2.2 million in interest that 
must be paid back over the next five 


years," Harvey said. "That's pure 
debt." 


HARVEY SUGGESTED the board 


"start living within the real world" 
and look toward reducing noneduea- 
tional expenditures .and close and sell 
schools. If these measures are not suf- 
ficient, the board should ask the vot- 
ers for a tax rate increase, he said. 


Newcomer Sharon Chavoen, 641 C. 


Burgundy Ct., Elk Grove Village, 
agreed that the "fashionable trivia" 
must be cut from the district's budget 
before the voters are asked to in- 
crease their taxes. 


Noting that Dist. 59 Supt. Roger W. 


Bardwell said the district needed a 40- 
cent tax rate increase in 1975 and the 
board went for a 25-cent increase, 
Mrs. Chavoen said the district "must 


be in trouble." 


Incumbent Paul Kucharski, 803 Vic- 


toria Ln., Arlington Heights, said if 
legally possible, the best thing the dis- 
trict can do is declare bankruptcy. 


Since delaring bankruptcy is not al- 


lowable, Kucharski advocated hiring 
a financial consultant to tell the board 
of its options and forming a finance 
committee of residents with financial 
expertise. 


HE SAID HE would go to the voters 


for a tax rate increase only after budg 
et .cuts had been made and the board 
has proved its fiscal responsibility. 


"We had a $3 million deficit in 1967, 


a $6 miUioin deficit in 1972 and a $10 
million deficit in 1977," candidate 
Richar' Stamm, 1414 Redwood Dr., 
Mount Prospect said. "The answer is 


to go for the maximum (tax rate) and 
levy for what you need." 


Newcomer Saul Cohen, 312 Dorches- 


ter Ln., Elk Grove Village, said he is 
not sure what the district's financial 
position is because the district's ac- 
counting firm does not use the same 
numbers and systems as the district's 
business manager. 


"We have to know what our income 


is, what we're spending against," he 
said.

Panel asks 
look at plan 
for hospital 


A federal health-care agency is at- 


tempting to require state review of 
plans for the Community Hospital of 
Hoffman Estates in what area offi- 
cials say is an effort to scrap the 
long-delayed project. 


A resolution that would have forced 


the review process was introduced but 
tabled this week at a meeting of the 
S u b u r b a n Cook-DuPage Counties 
Health Systems Agencies Board. 


The HSA, a federal agency com- 


posed of 68 members from the two 
counties, is empowered to undertake 
all health planning for the region. 


A SCHAUMBURG Township board 


member, Vernon Laubenstein, criti- 
cized the resolution's proponent, Ed- 
ward Starr of Oak Park, for the man- 
ner in which the measure was in- 
troduced. 


The matter had not been discussed 


previously, Laubenstein said, and nei- 
ther he nor HSA members Robert 
Grossman of Schaumburg and Vir- 
ginia Hayter of Hoffman Estates were 
notified it was on the agenda. 


"This was going to be shot through 


the state in an immediate attempt to 
shoot something out of the water," 
Laubensein said. 


Roger Rainville, of the public rela- 


tions firm retained by American 
Medicorp hospital, which is planning 
the hospital, called the resolution a 
"devious or desperate" attempt to de- 
rail the planned 312-bed facility. 


The HSA board has some "Self- 


serving" members who are officials 
of other area hospitals, Rainville said, 
adding the resolution appears to be an 
"unpublic manuevet." 


AMERICAN MEDICORP officials 


conferred Thursday with their attor- 
neys at the firm's Philadelphia, Pa., 
headquarters to determine the com- 
pany's options should state review be 
required, he said. 


"We don't know that it (HSA) has 


any enforcement powers or any legal- 
ity,'' Rainville said. 


Starr said the resolution was in- 


troduced quickly because he recently 
had been told American Medicorp is 
planning to go ahead soon with con- 
struction of the hospital near Barring- 
ton and Higgins roads.

n o r s' Conference study reported 
Thursday. 


The study found states could save 


money on law enforcement and court 
proceedings by reducing penalties for 
private possession of small amounts 
of marijuana, and health care costs 
can be cut-by deemphasizing criminal 
penalties.

states that issue citations, as with

Air tragedy 
hits family in 
Schaumburg 


Charlges H. Ziebell first heard the news of the air disaster in the 


Canary Islands on television. 


"At first when I heard it, it rang a bell," he said. Then he had 


"a premonition" that his father and stepmother were aboard the 
Pan American jumbo jet struck by a Dutch KLM plane on the 
runway at Santa Cruz de Tenerife. 


There still has been no positive identification since many of the 


victims were burned beyond recognition, but Ziebell, 1925 Weath- 
ersfield Way, Schaumburg. said he is positive the couple was 
among the 577 who perished in the crash, 


"ALL THE SURVIVORS have been accounted for, and they 


were 1105 among them," the 41-year-old Ziebell said. He said it 
could take another two or three weeks before a positive identi- 
fication is made and the bodies flown back to this country. 


Ziebell said when he first heard the news, he briefly hoped that 


his father, Charles A. Ziebell, and stepmother, E. Fern Ziebell, 
had not been on board the plane. He said, however, he quickly 
realized such hopes were pointless. 


"I was very sure they definitely boarded the plane," he said, 


noting his father would have telephoned if he were alive. 


The elder Ziebell lived in Chicago for 67 years before moving to 


Laguna Beach, Calif, three years ago. The couple was flying to 
depart on a four-week Mediterranean cruise when the crash oc- 
curred. 


ZIEBELL, A DISABELED veteran with multiple sclerosis, said 


he first was contacted by an American officials Sunday night. He 
said, however, that it was 'no't until Monday that he learned his 
father and stepmother were not among the survivors. 


"I said to myself perhaps it is tor the best that they perished if 


they were going to be totally disfigured or severely injured," he

JFK witness' 
suicide taped 
on TV machine 


PALM BEACH, Fla. (UPI) - The 


click, click, of footsteps across a 
floor; the sound of a door opening and 
closing. Then, "blam!" — the appar- 
ent blast of a shotgun. 


A television taping machine had ac- 


cidentally recorded the sounds of the 
suicide of George de Mohrenschildt, a 
Russian-born professor whose testi- 
mony had been sought by a congres- 
sional committee investigating the as- 
sassination of President Kennedy. 


The tape, sheriff's officers said 


Thursday, disclosed that the 65-year- 
old de Mehrensehildt killed himself 
at precisely 15 seconds after 2:21 p.m. 
Tuesday in a second-floor room of the 
Charles Tilton III waterfront mansion 
at Manalapan, seven miles south of 
Palm Beach. 


THE SOUNDS OF the suicide were 


recorded, investigators said, because 
Mrs. Tilton, de Mohrenschildt's sister- 
in-law, asked her maid to turn on the 
machine to record a television pro- 
gram while she was away. The exact 
time of deatft was established by ma- 
tching the time of the shotgun blast 
to a television program that was run- 
ning in the background. 


It was the latest twise in the bizarre 


case. 


A detective said the recording was 


made on an ordinary audio recorder 


being used to tape the audio portion of 
"The Doctors" program from the tele- 
vision speaker. 


THE DEATH OF de Mohrenschildt, 


international businessman, language 
teacher and onetime crony of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, came shortly after he 
learned that an investigator for the 
House Assassination Committee was 
seeking him to testify further about 
his connections with Oswald, Kenne- 
dy's assassin. 


MOHRENSCHILDT had testified at 


length before the Warren Commission 
in 1964, but House committee in- 
vestigators believed he had not told 
all he knew about Oswald. 


Newly published minutes of the as- 


sassination committee disclosed de 
Mohrenschildt told investigators he 
"was responsible for" Oswald's activ- 
ities. 


Sources in Dallas, where de Moh- 


renschildt was employed as a French 
language instructor at Bishop College, 
indicated he was a troubled man. He 
attempted suicide at least once before 
and, as a result, committed himself to 
Dallas' Parkland General Hospital for 
psychiatric treatment between Nov. 9 
and Dec. 30,1976. 


Dr. Gambino Cuevas, Palm Beach 


County medical examiner, issued an 
official ruling of suicide late Wednes- 
day following an autopsy.

The Schaumburg Township Library 


Board finds itself in the unique posi- 
tion this year of filling all seven of its _ 
seats because of a change in 'he elec- 
tion laws. 


Six incumbents are among the nine 


candidates running. Joseph McAuliffe 
is the sole board member to h»ve de- 
cided against seeking reelection. 


The change in the election law was 


aimed at cutting down on the heavy 
expense of township elections. If it is 


not changed, the entire board will be 
up for election every four years. 


However, the legislation has come 


under criticism by library officials 
who say it could threaten the contin- 
uity of the library's operation through 
the possibility that a full board of 
newcomers could be elected at one 
time. 


That is not, however, a danger in 


this election. Even if all three new- 
comers are elected, a minimum of 


four incumbents will be retained. 


Polls will be open from 6 a.m. to 6 


p.m. on April 3. 


One of the key issues facing the new 


board will be finances. The library 
has dipped into the red in four of the 
last five years, and while Head Li- 
brarian Michael Madden paints a 
brighter picture this year, the board 
has cut back on some staff to help 
balance the budget. In addition, the 
board is currently forming priorities 


for its major goals such as expansion 
of the library, increase in the amount 
of collections and acquisition of more 
branch facilities, but it is doubtful any 
of these projects can be undertaken in 
the immediate future without an in- 
crease in revenue. 


One of those projects is the branch 


library system. The library board has 
gone on record in support of branch 
libraries and opened its first branch 
in Hoffman Estates last spring. Other 


branches are eventually planned in 
the northeast, southeast and south- 
west corners of the township, but 
most 
candidates 
question whether 


funds are available for them now and 
some say that bookmobiles may be a 
better solution. 


Meanwhile, a double taxation prob- 


lem continues unresolved in the south-

ship newsletter a week before the 
April 5 election, the first such letter 
mailed to "voters who have resided in 
Elk Grove Township for years and 
who have never received such reports 
before." 


Supervisor Richard Hall denied the 


charges, saying the newsletter was 
one of the township's quarterly letters 
distributed regularly. 


HALL SAID about 20,000 copies of 


the newsletter were mailed, adding 
the circulation was increased between 
25 and 30 per cent over the last mail- 
ing in December. 
" 


The newsletter cost about $1,000 to 


print, Hall said. It was mailed at bulk 
rates at a cost of 51,500. 


"Every quarter 
we've increased 


coverage," Hall said. "We've planned 
this from the beginning and have sub- 
stantially increased coverage over the 
last four years." 


He said one issue the Democrats 


have used in the campaign is the lack 
of communication between township 
officials and residents. 


THE NEWSLETTER was scheduled' 


to be mailed March 14, but a prob- 
lem with the printer delayed it until 
March 21, Hall Said. 


It previously has been distributed 


door-to-door by volunteers, Township 
Clerk Sharon Sharp said, "But we 
thought if'we had volunteers on the 
street, it would look political," she 
said. 


Hall said the mailing was the first 


step in a new system in which a semi- 
annual newsletter will be mailed to all 
township residents. 


The newsletter does not contain a 


plea for votes, but its front page story 
quotes Hall as saying. "We at Elk 
Grove Township, the elected officials 
and our staff, are proud of the town- 
ship's achievements and believe we 
have met our obligations and fulfilled 
the trust of the people ..." . 


EXCEPT FOR a list of the in- 


cumbents in the newsletter's mas- 
thead, the newsletter does not name 
the Republican candidates.

Thursday. 


The study found states could save 


money on law enforcement and court 
proceedings by reducing penalties for 
private possession of small amounts 
of marijuana, and health care costs 
can be cut by deemphasizing criminal 
penalties.

states' that issue citations, as with

Air tragedy 
hits family in 
Schaumburg 


Charlges H. Ziebell first heard the news of the air disaster in the 


Canary Islands on television. 


"At first when I heard it, it rang a bell," he said. Then he had 


"a premonition" that his father and stepmother were aboard the 
Pan American' jumbo jet struck by a Dutch KLM plane on the 
runway at Santa Cruz de Tenerife. 


There still has been no positive identification since many of the 


victims were burned beyond recognition, but Ziebell, 1925 Weath- 
ersfield Way. Schaumburg, said he is positive the couple was 
among the 577 who perished in the crcsh. 


"ALL THE SURVIVORS have been accounted tor, and they 


were not among them," the 41-year-old Ziebell said. He said it 
could take another two or three weeks before a positive identi- 
fication is made and the bodies flown back to this country. 


Ziebell said when he first heard the news, he briefly hoped that 


his father, Charles A. Ziebell, and stepmother, E. Fern Ziebell, 
had not been on board the plane. He said, however, he quickly 
realized such hopes were pointless. 


"I was very sure they definitely boarded the plane," he said, 


noting his father would have telephoned if he were alive. 


The elder Ziebell lived in Chicago for 67 years betore moving to 


Laguna Beach, Calif, three years ago. The couple was flying to 
depart on a four-week Mediterranean cruise when the crash oc- 
curred. 


ZIEBELL, A DISABELED veteran with multiple sclerosis, said 


he first was contacted by an American officials Sunday night. He 
said, however, tnat it was not until Monday that he learned his' 
father and stepmother were not among the survivors. 


"I said to myself perhaps it is for thf best that they perished if 


they were going to be totally disfigured or severely injured," he

JFK witness' 
suicide taped 
on TV machine 


PALM BEACH, Fla. (UPI) - The 


click, click, of footsteps across a 
floor; the sound of a door opening and 
closing. Then, "blam!" — the appar- 
ent blast of a shotgun. 


A television taping machine had ac- 


cidentally recorded the sounds of the 
suicide of George de Mohrenschildt, a 
Russian-born professor whose testi- 
mony had been sought by a congres- 
sional committee investigating the as- 
sassination of President Kennedy. 


The tape, sheriff's officers 
said 


Thursday, disclosed that the 65-year- 
old de Mohrenschildt killed himself 
at precisely 15 seconds after 2:21 p.m. 
Tuesday in a second-floor room of the 
Charles Tilton III waterfront mansion 
at Manalapan, seven miles south of 
Palm Beach. 


THE SOUNDS OF the suicide were 


recorded, investigators said, because 
Mrs. Tilton, de Mohrenschildt's sister- 
in-law, asked her maid to turn on the 
machine to record a television pro- 
gram while she was away. The exact 
time of death was established by ma- 
tching the time of the shotgun blast 
to a television program that was run- 
ning in the background. 


It was the latest twise in the bizarre 


case. 


A detective said the recording was 


made on an ordinary audio recorder 


being used to tape the audio portion of 
"The Doctors" program from the tele- 
vision speaker. 


THE DEATH OF de Mohrenschildt, 


international businessman, language 
teacher and onetime crony of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, came shortly after he 
learned that an investigator for the 
House Assassination Committee was 
seeking him to testify further about 
Ms connections with Oswald, Kenne- 
dy's assassin. 


MOHRENSCHILDT had testified at 


length before the Wan-en Commission 
in 1964, but House committee in- 
vestigators believed he had nut told 
all he knew about Oswald. 


Newly published minutes of the as- 


sassination committee disclosed de 
Mohrenschildt told investigators he 
"was responsible for" Oswald's activ- 
ities. 


Sources in Dallas, where de Moh- 


renschildt was employed as a French 
language instructor at Bishop College, 
indicated he was a troubled man. He 
attempted suicide at least once before 
and. as a result, committed himself to 
Dallas' Parkland General Hospital for 
psychiatric treatment between Nov. 9 
and Dec. 30,1976. 


Dr. Gambino Cuevas, Palm Beach 


County medical examiner, issued an 
official ruling of suicide late Wednes- 
day following an autopsy.

A $597,300 Road and Bridge District 


budget for 1977-78,7 per cent less than 
last year1*, $641,000 budget, has been 
approved by the Palatine Township 
Board. 


Highway Comr. Robert Bergman 


said he requested a smaller budget 
because the highway department will 
not need as much money for capital 
improvements. 


"In the past, a lot has gone for 


e q u i p m e n t and capital improve- 
ments," Bergman said. Now that 
we've got all our buildings and things 
we need, our upgrading is just about 


complete, We will make a request for 
revenue-sharing funds for street work 
and reduce road and bridge taxes." 


THE CURRENT TAX levy for town- 


ship residents is 1.25 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation. Bergman said he 
did not know if the reduction would 
show up in tax levies for residents 
this year. 


Bergman said the biggest line item 


increase for the road and bridge'dis- 
trict is the cost of premiums for liabil- 
ity insurance. The annual premiums 
increased 50 per cent this year, from 
$20,000 to $30,000. 


Under Illinois law, half of the road 


and bridge district budget must be re- 
turned to municipalities in the town- 
ship. The other half, about $298,500, is 
the amount of local tax money the 
township highway department will 
get. 


Bergman said improvements on 


many township roads this summer 
will be funded by road and bridge tax 
funds, federal revenue-sharing funds 
and motor fuel tax funds. 


About $50,000 in road and bridge 


district taxes will be spent in the Pep- 
per Tree Farms subdivision for resur- 


facing roads. 


BERGMAN SAID street repairs 


costing between $45,000 to $50,000 in 
general revenue-sharing funds 
are 


planned for the English Valley subdi- 
vision. 


"This work is essentially for normal

Asteroids—mines of the future? 


by BRUCE NICHOLS 


HOUSTON (UPI) - 
Space con- 


struction workers in search of raw 
materials someday may capture a 
mineral-rich asteroid 
between the 


planets and tow it to Earth orbit 
whare >t would be mined. 


Dr. Dave Crlswell, associate scien- 


tist at the Lunar Science Institute, 
said such an operation could spark a 
new industrial revolution that theo- 
retically could begin in space before 
the turn of the century. 


"I think you'd be talking about 


thousands of people in deep space 
construction by the late 1980s, with no 
trouble at all, If you have two key 
developments," Criswell said. 


Those "key developments" are big 


ones. First the space agency needs a 
powerful new type of engine to tow 
asteroids to Earth orbit. Then scien- 
tists need to find an accessible aste- 
roid, thought to be rich in iron, sili- 
cone and other minerals, which might 
be "big as two Astrodomes" or even 
bigger. 


Still, the idea was the subject of 


what one official called "the high- 
falutin theory" session of the recent 
eighth annual Lunar Science Confer- 
ence at the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration's Johnson Space 
Center. 


"My purpose is for us to get a 


handle on the question as a commu- 
nity and the Lunar Science Confer- 
ence is the ideal place," Criswell said. 


The appeal of a mineral-rich aste- 


roid is great for engineers building 
large space platforms such as an or- 
bital power station. 


"If you had to bring all the material 


from Earth, it's going to cost about 
$500 a pound right now. But it looks 
like you might be able to get raw ma- 
terial in the form of asteroids for 10 to 
50 cents a pound," Criswell said. 


He said the new asteroid-towing en- 


gine, called a mass driver, has been 
proven on a small scale. NASA is 
funding limited tests at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 


The engine amounts to a tubular 


linear induction motor or "elec- 
tromagnetic slingshot" that could ac- 
celerate and expel almost any kind of 
matter to generate propulsion. 


Its operation involves one) of the 


simplest laws of physics: for every 
action there is a reaction. Pieces of 
asteroid, chewed up in flight, could be 
used as driven mass. 


Using electrical 
power obtained 


from solar cells or a nuclear-powered 
generator, the mass driver would ac- 
c e l e r a t e pieces of asteroid 


through the tubt and, in spilling them 
out, generate motion, like a rocket. 
like a rocket. 


"The whole thing would be like a big 


tugboat . . . chewing up an asteroid 
it's towing to generate motion," Cris- 
well said 


The second key problem, finding a 


significant number of asteroids within 
man's earthly reach, is a mathematic- 
al possibility. 


"Thirty have been seen by tele- 


scope. Secondly, looking at craters on 
Mars, the moon and Mercury, you get 
an idea of how many asteroids must 
have been circulating to produce 
those impacts. The answer could be 
thousands." 


There are hundreds of asteroids in 


the asteroid belt between Mars and 
Jupiter, but they're too far away for 
now. Criswell is talking about aste- 
roids nearer Earth. 


He theorizes it might cost as little 


as $1 billion to $2 billion and take 
three to five years to move his "ideal 
asteroid." Development of deep space 
industry to use the raw material 
might cost $10 billion lo $50 billion. 


"There are very significant chal- 


lenges," Criswell said, "but they're 
not so bad that they quickly put 
people off. 


Britons suffer 
$935 million 
shoplifting loss

' LONDON (UPI) - Wfcrm a little old 
lady collapsed in Oxford Street on one 
of the hottest days last summer and 
an ambulance surgeon discovered she 
was freezing, the s';oiy brought smiles 
to the lips of even the ripped-off store 
owners of Europe's most crowded 
shopping center. 


For under her hat the little old lady 


— a shoplifter by vocation — had a 
frozen chicken. Other frozen delee- 
tables were hidden elsewhere in her 
commodious clothing. She was carry- 
ing her own Antarctica with her as 
she struggled through the near 90-de- 
gree temperature that had other pe- 
destrians swooning from the heat. 


That tale is still good for a reminis- 


cent chuckle from members of the 
Oxford Street Assn., but that's about 
all. 


HARRY SHEPHERD, its president, 


estimates that last year stores in Brit- 
ain lost $935 million to shoplifters 
even after spending $170 million for 
security. 


His members have established the 


Assn. for the Prevention of Theft in 
shops to try to cut down the loss this 
year. 


Thanks to a series of unusual and 


newsworthy arrests last summer of 
Mid'dle Easterners charged with 
shoplifting — members of royal fami- 
lies, diplomats, army officers, wives 
of oil magnates .among them — the 
public is more aware than at any time 
in history of the magnitude of a crime 
which has doubled to more than 
180,000 convictions a year in the coun- 
try in the past decade. 


But it also has produced a myth 


that most shoplifters are Arabs or 
Iranians due partly to the fact so 
many of them were carrying pocket 
money in the hundreds and thousands 
of dollars at the time of apprehension. 
It inspired publicity far out of propor- 
tion to their numbers as a result. 


THE ANTI-SHOPLIFTING associ- 


ation has been busy over the winter 
with its various campaigns — trying 
to get people to regard shoplifting as 
the "nasty, sordid, price-raising" 
crime it is and to call it theft: urging 
foreign embassies to warn tourists 
that it is a serious offense, and other- 
wise bracing itself for what threatens 
to be another record-breaking sum- 
mer assault on the open display 
counters that many tourists never see 
in their own contries. 


Baroness Phillips, a director of the 


associaton, also is a magistrate. She 
sits at Great Marlborough Street of 
Court where many cases from the 
mile-long Oxford Street and the rest 
Central London are prosecuted. Like 
others on the bench, she deplores the 
fact that the maximum fine of $680 
and/or six months in prison are not 
more of a deterrent. 


"It's very unusual to see an English 


face in court at 'all," she has said. 
"Most of those on shoplifting charges 
do seem to come from exotic Arabian . 
countries." 


Statistics showing that less than 


half the 1976 convictions in her own 
court were of Middle Easterners do 
not support her opinion. Ken Bath, a 
security expert, estimates that 60 per 
cent-of the losses are due to theft by 
store staff who rig tills or operate 
rings within shops, in which sales 
girls at cosmetic counters, for ex-' 
ample, trade with girls at the tights 
and lingerie counters. 


HE SAYS THAT during the high 


tourist season in the, summer a major- 
ity of those arrested may be foreign- 
ers from all the world but the rest of 
the year it is mainly a home grown 
offense. 


Dr. Clifford Allen, a consulting psy- 


chologist studied the arrest pattern in 
London last summer at a time when 
many well-born and well-heeled Ira- 
nians, Egyptians, Syrians and their 
neighbors were in court. 


"I believe it is because they are not 


familiar with our display system 
where you help yourself and then pay. 
They are used to arguing over every- 
thing they buy so they are shocked 
when they are presented with all 
these things in front of them and they 
can't resist taking them." 


There were 22,020 shoplifting con- 


victions in London in 1976, a rise of 5 
per cent over 1975. There were 1,983 
convictions at Great Marlborough 
Street Court. About 700 of these were 
persons from the Middle East, in- 
cluding 301 Iranians and 103 Egyp- 
tians. The managing director of an 
Iranian company drew the biggest 
fines, $4,760 on seven charges. 


THE MIDDLE Easterners came in 


force for the first time last year be- 
tween June and November, many of 
them members of the entourages of 
Arab personalities here to escape the 
heat. For many it was, as a security 
spokesman at the big Selfridge's store 
on Oxford Street put it, a case not 
only of being out of their native coun- 
tries for the first time but perhaps 
even their native villages or districts. 


They were colorful in their white 


robes. Londoners called Oxford Street 
"Oxford Bazaar." And they had pictu- 
resque shopping habits, the man 
would buy for all his womenfolk who 
might sit crosslegged at the base of 
the counter, wearing the Arab yash- 
masks. Most of them presumably re- 
turned home in November, but the 
Selfridge spokesman .said there was 
not as shart a drop in shoplifting as 
some had anticipated, and it might 
not be a coincidence that the tourist 
season seemed to be getting longer.

Clue sparks search for masterpiece

FLORENCE, Italy (UPI) - It's an 


obscure little clue, but it was enough 
to convince an American oil magnate 
to back "no matter what the cost" the 
curious search for a long-lost Leon- 
ardo da Vinci masterpiece. 


In tiny letters, so high up on the 


wall that even Sherlock Holrrles and 
his magnifying glass would have a 
hard time finding It, 16th century art- 
ist and historian Giorgio Vasari paint- 
ed the words "cerca trova," seek and 
you will find. 


"It's 
the only inscription we've 


found on any of Vasari's murals." 
said Maurizio Seracini as he clam- 
bered up a 42-foot scaffolding to point 
out the "clue" printed on a pennant 
held aloft by a plundering soldier in 
Vasari's rousing battle scene. 


"We aren't sure Vasari meant it as 


a hint to the Leonardo," admitted 
Seracini, a 30-year-old biomedical en- 
gineer from the University of Califor- 
nia at San Diego. "But we don^ think 
we're just grabbing at straws either." 


FOR THE PAST TWO years, Sera- 


cini and Travers Newton, an art res- 
toration expert from Los Angeles, 
have spent most of their waking hours 
in the Hall of the 500 of Florence's Pa- 
lazzo Vecchlo searching for a Leon- 
ardo wall fresco — which hasn't been 
seen for 400 years. 


Both men are convinced the Leon- 


ardo still exists, intact, behind the 
enormous Vasari murals which adorn 
the hall today. 


Analysis of a pigment sample taken 


from behind the hall's west wall 
showed traces of oil and pitch — ma- 


terials which art historians say were 
used in a fresco technique employed 
at that time exclusively by Da Vinci. 


"During the Renaissance most art- 


ist including Vasari did frescos by 
putting dry colors on a layer of fresh, 
wet plaster," Newton said. 


"Leonardo used to brood for hours 


in front of his paintings between 
strokes so he couldn't use the wet 
plaster technique. It would dry qucker 
than he wanted to paint," Newton 
said. 


"So he developed an oil technique 


which he first used in The Last Sup- 
per." 


DESPITE THEIR enthusiasm, the 


men found their project stonewalled 
earlier this year by a lack of neces- 
sary equipment and an empty bank 
account. 


Desperate Newton begged and bor- 


rowed enough money to go to the 
United States for some serious fund- 
raising. 


"I went everywhere — even to the 


National Gallery and the Met," said 
Newton, 27. "Everyone said 'what a 
marvelous project' but I got blank 
starts when I started talking about 
nickels and dimes." 


Newton's quest finally took him to 


the California offices of Armand Ham- 
mer, the 78-year-old chairman of the 
board of the Occidental Petroleum Co. 


Hammer, an art lover who once ar- 


ranged for a collection from the Soviet 
Union's Hermitage Museum to tour 
the United States, was intrigued and 
excited by the story of the missing 
Leonardo. 


The Florentine Republic commis- 


sioned Leonardo to paint a mural in 
the hall glorifying its civic virtues," 
Seracini said. "Leonardo chose to 
depict the Battle of Anghiari of 1440 
when the Florentines defeated the 
Milanese." 


WITH THREE assistants, Leonardo 


began work on the hall, then the 
largest public salon in Europe, in 
April 1505. 


The Renaissance master spent a full 


year painting, and then suddenly quit. 


No one knows why Leonardo aban- 


doned the project but the team has 
several theories. 


"Michelangelo had also been commis- 


sioned to work on the hall's decora- 
tion and Leonardo was furious," Sera- 
the work of other artists, would have 
been psychologically capable of de- 
cini said. "Leonardo considered Mi- 
chaelangelo a young upstrat, a 'per- 
son who gets himself dirty,' which 
was his way of referring to sculptors." 


Another possibility, Seracini said, 


was the change in politics that took 
place about that time making the 
theme of Leonardo's fresco, glorifying 
the republicans, none too popular with 
the new monarchist government. 


Seracini completely dismisses the 


theory Leonardo was unhappy with his 
new fresco technique and quit the 
proiect when his colors began to run. 


"Leonardo was a genius," Seracini 


said. "He knew how to dry paint." 


"BEFORE 
QUITTING Leonardo 


completed one scene known as the 
Fight for the Standard," Seracini 
said. "It was much admired and one 


of his finest paintings and artists came 
from all over Europe to sketch it." 


But the Florentine government was 


unhappy over the unfinished state of 
the great hall and in 1563 commission- 
ed Vasari to modify the shape of the 
chamber and cover both the walls and 
ceiling with frescos. 


Vasari and his assistants spent 15 


years raiisng the chamber celling, ad- 
d i n g windows and painting the 
enormous battle frescos. 


Seracini and Newton don't believe 


that Vasari, who had great respect for 
stroying Leonardo's work. 


"Vasari often built a brick wall with 


a new coat of plaster on it when 
called upon to cover the work of an- 
other artist," Seracini said. "That's 
what we believe he did with the Leon- 
ardo fresco." 


ONE THING THAT worries the 


team, however, is that while Vasari 
praises the Leonardo Fresco in glow- 
ing terms in one of his histories of the 
era — he never mentions what hap- 
pened to it. 


"It does make us a bit nervous to 


think that perhaps Vasari was ash- 
amed of what he had done and so just 
left out that part," Seracini said. 


The two men feel their search 


would have gotten a lot further by 
now if they'd had enough money and 
equipment from the beginning. 


"Last fall we got grants totaling 


$76,000 from the Kress Foundation 
and the Smithsonian Institution and a 
lot of people flew over here and made 
a lot of hoopla about all the fancy so- 
nar equipment we'd be using to find 


the Leonardo," Seracini said. 


But only a third of the grant money 


ever reached Florence and that was 
quickly eaten up by expensive lab 
tests and in the purchase of a second- 
hand 
ultra-sonic scanning device 


which was designed for industrial 
metal analysis. 


Without the 
more 
sophisticated 


equipment they needed, the team 
spent a lot of time raoping on the wall 
with their bare knuckles. 


NEITHER HAS TAKE.V "a dime in 


salary" since they began working, 
Seracini said. "Thousands of dollars 
went back to California to set up a 
model of the chamber in order to do 
research on art restoration tech- 
niques," said Seracini, who supports 
himself moonlighting as a bartender 
in Florence. 


Newton, who began doing research 


on the lost Leonardo back in 1968, said 
Hammer promised to bacs the project 
"no metier what it costs." 


"We'll finally have the sophisticated 


scanner with gray scale tonality that 
we really need, a computer to analyze 
data and best of all a thermovision 
machine," Newton said. 


"Mr. Hammer also has arranged 


for the same scientists who helped de- 
velop the television equipment for the 
moon and Mars shots to come and ad- 
vise us." 


Once they get the new equipment, 


the team will begin sending ultra-son- 
ic waves into the walls of the cham- 
ber lokking for "discontinuities." 


"THE SCANNERS tell us whether 


or not there is a foreign element that 


might be the Leonardo," Seracini 
said. "The thermovision machine will 
give us an X-ray style picture of 
what's there." 


Seracini said he got the idea of us- 


ing "acoustical physics" in the Leon- 
ardo search from his training as a 
biomedical engineer. 


"There really aren't too many dif- 


ferences between a patient and a 
fragile painting," he said. "You don't 
go opening people up to find out 
what's inside them — except as a last 
resort. We want to take the same pre- 
cautions with the Vasari." 


If the team does come up with con- 


clusive evidence that the Leonardo 
still exists, the city of Florence will be 
faced with a difficult decision. 


Should it take down the Vasari or go 


through the expensive process of re- 
moving it intact and then replacing it 
once the Leonardo is transferred to a 
new location?

Parks ask 
school vote 
on June 4 


June 4 tentatively has been set for a 


referendum to ask Palatine Village 
and park district voters if the old Pal- 
atine High School, 150 E. Wood St., 
should be purchased and used as a 
village hall. 


The Palatine Park District has pro- 


posed the date and Village Pres. Wen- 
dell E. Jones Thursday said he be- 
lieves it will be acceptable to the vil- 
lage board. 


Representatives of the two boards 


last week negotiated a joint purchase 
of the 12.2-acre high school site with 
the High School Dist. 211 Board of 
Education for a price of $650,000. 


The sale is contingent on voter ap- 


proval in a referendum. The price will 
be paid over two years with the vil- 
lage paying $390,000 and the park dis- 
trict paying $260,000. 


JONES SAID THE wording of the 


referendum must be decided but 'he 
expects village voters will be asked a 
three-part question. 


He said the questions probably will 


be: 


• Should the village spend $390,000 


to purchase the high school; 


• 
Should village hall offices be 


moved to the school; 


• Should a new village hall-police 


center be built on the present village 
hall site, 54 S. Brockway St. 


Jones said cost estimates for the 


two village hall location issues will be 
included in the referendum. He esti- 
mated the high school move would 
cost $1.2 million, based on an esti- 
mated $30 per square foot for 40,000 
square feet. New construction is esti- 
mated at $40 per square foot, or $1,6 
million. 


An architect's estimate of remodel- 


ing the village's portion of the high 
school 
building, 
done 
by 
Loebl, 


Schlossman and Hackl, was placed at 
$2.25 million. However, Jones and oth- 
er village officials said they believe 
this figure is too high. 


The architects estimated the cost of 


building a new village hall at $3.3 mil- 
lion, a figure that village officials also 
view as out of line with current con- 
struction costs. 


PARK DISTRICT voters, who in- 


clude residents outside the village 
boundaries, will be asked whether the 
park district should spend $260,000 to 
purchase the site and whether an ad- 
ditional undetermined amount should 
be spent to remodel Cutting Hall Au- 
ditorium and replace the roof on the 
school gym. 


The park district has commissioned 


the architectural firm of Unteed and 
Associates, Palatine, to prepare cost 
estimates for remodeling Cutting Hall 
and replacing the gym roof. 


The Loebl, Schlossman, Hackl re- 


port, which was commissioned by the 
village, estimated the cost of remodel- 
ing Cutting Hall at $729,000. The cost

ficials who feared a dramatic in- 
crease In marijuana smoking as state 
laws dropped criminal penalties for 
its use now generally say their fears 
were groundless, a National Gover- 
n o r s' Conference study reported 
Thursday. 


The study found states could save 


money on law enforcement and court 
proceedings by reducing penalties for 
private possession of small amounts 
of marijuana, and health care costs 
can be- cut by deemphasizing criminal 
penalties.

Air tragedy 
hits family in 
Schaumburg 


Charlges H. Ziebell first heard the news of the air disaster in the 


Canary Islands on television. 


"At first when I heard it, it rang a bell," he said. Then he had 


"a premonition" that his father and stepmother were aboard the 
Pan American jumbo jet struck by a Dutch KLM plane on the 
runway at Santa Cruz de Tenerife, 


There still has been no positive identification since many of the 


victims were burned beyond recognition, but Ziebell, 1925 Weath- 
ersfield Way, Schaumburg, said he is positive the couple was 
among the 577 who perished in the crash, 


"ALL 
THE SURVIVORS have been accounted for, and they 


were not among them," the 41-year-old Ziebell said. He said it 
could take another two or three weeks before a positive identi- 
fication is made and the bodies flown back to this country. 


Ziebell said when he first heard the news, he briefly hoped that 


his father, Charles A. Ziebell, and stepmother, E. Fern Ziebell, 
had not been on board the plane. He said, however, he quickly 
realized such hopes were pointless. 


"I was very sure they definitely boarded the plane," he said, 


noting his father would have telephoned if he were alive. 


The elder Ziebell lived in Chicago for 67 years before moving to 


Laguna Beach, Calif, three years ago. The couple was flying to 
depart on a four-week Mediterranean cruise when the crash oc- 
curred. 


ZIEBELL, A DISABELED veteran with multiple sclerosis, said 


he first was contacted by an American officials Sunday night. He 
said, however, that it was not until Monday that he learned his 
father and stepmother were not among the survivors;.

they were goihg to be totally disfigured or severely injured," he

PALM BEACH, Fla. (UPI) - The 


click, click, of footsteps across a 
floor; the sound of a door opening and 
closing. Then, "blam!" — the appar- 
ent blast of a shotgun. 


A television taping machine had ac- 


cidentally recorded the sounds of the 
suicide of George de Mohrenschildt, a 
Russian-born professor whose testi- 
mony had been sought by a congres- 
sional committee investigating the as- 
sassination of President Kennedy. 


The tape, sheriff's officers said 


Thursday, disclosed that the 65-year- 
old de Mohrenschildt killed himself 
at precisely 15 seconds after 2:21 p.m. 
Tuesday in a second-floor room of the 
Charles Tilton III waterfront mansion 
at Manalapan, seven miles south of 
Palm Beach. 


THE SOUNDS OF the suicide were 


recorded, investigators said, because 
Mrs. Tilton, de Mohrenschildt's sister- 
in-law, asked her maid to turn on the 
machine to record a television pro- 
gram while she was away. The exact 
time of death was established by ma- 
tching the time of the shotgun blast 
to a television program that was run- 
ning in the background. 


It was the latest twise in the bizarre 


case. 


A detective said the recording was 


made on an ordinary audio recorder 


being used to tape the audio portion of 
'•The Doctors" program from the tele- 
vision speaker. 


THE DEATH OF de Mohrenschildt, 


international businessman, language 
teacher and onetime crony of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, came shortly after he 
learned that an investigator for the 
House Assassination Committee was 
seeking him to testify further about 
his connections with Oswald, Kenne- 
dy's assassin. 


MOHRENSCHILDT had testified at 


length before the Warren Commission 
in 1964, but House committee in- 
vestigators believed he had not told 
all he knew about Oswald. 


Newly published minutes of the as- 


sassination committee disclosed de 
Mohrenschildt told investigators he 
"was responsible for" Oswald's activ- 
ities. 


Sources in Dallas, where de Moh- 


renschildt was employed as a French 
language instructor at Bishop College, 
indicated he was a troubled man. He 
attempted suicide at least once before 
and, as a result, committed himself to 
Dallas' Parkland General Hospital for 
psychiatric treatment between Nov. 9 
and Dec. 30,1976. 


Dr. Gambino Cuevas, Palm Beach 


County medical examiner, issued an 
official ruling of suicide late Wednes- 
day following an autopsy.

after death threat call

Khaalis. leader of Washington's 
recent siege, without bond Thurs- 
day after disclosing that the Ha- 
nafi Muslim leader had uttered 
death threats over a tapped phone 
as recently as Tuesday. 


A wiretap transcript submitted 


by federal 
prosecutors quoted 


Khaalis as saying he meant to kill 
some 200 unidentified enemies. 


Officers 
grabbed Khaalis at 


what he. thought would be a rou- 
tine preliminary hearing on kid- 
nap charges related to the Ha- 
nafis' March 9-11 siege. District of 
Columbia Superior Court Judge 
Harold Green ordered him jailed 
without bond pending grand jury 
action. 


In a move that provoked a 


storm of controversy nationwide, 
D. C. authorities allowed Khaalis 
to go free on personal recogniz- 
ance in return for the release of 
134 hostages he and his men held 
at point of gun and machete in 
three Washington buildings. One 
bystander was shot to death and 
eight hostages were wounded dur- 
ing the siege. 


MOST OF KHAALIS' 11 accom- 


plices had been jailed immediate- 
ly on kidnaping charges. 


The key to Thursday's unex- 


pected decision seemed to be the 
transcript of a wiretap authorities 
placed on Khaalis' phone, presum- 
ably at the Hanafis' 
fortified 


Washington headquarters 
where 


he had been living in seclusion. 


U. S. Atty. Earl Silbert quoted 


Khaalis as telling his son-in-law, 
Abdul Azziz, over the tapped tele- 
phone Tuesday: "111 kill all 200 
people today. I'll let some people 
go." 


Green said that threat alone 


might not have been enough to re- 
voke Khaalis personal recogniz- 
ance bond. 


"But these threats do not stand 


alone," he said. "I cannot regard 
them as simply idle words." 


The transcript did not indicate 


whom Khdalis was threatening, 
but it showed that, in a second 
conversation the same day, he 
told another caller "they are go- 
ing to pay for it. I'm going to kill 
for it."
